The Police Justices, who also have fees, get 
$2,500 salary each. There are thirteen of 
them. With the fees this makes the com pen- 
sation of the Police Justicés much more than 
that of the Judges of the higher courts, 

The profession of engineer does not seem 
tobe much appreciated by the Aldermen. 
The highest salary in. the department is 
$5,000, and some engineers are employed‘at 
$1,800. These are civilengineers. They are 
paid a little more than police Lieutenants. 

There is an exceeding multiplication of ‘de- 
partment clerks, inspectors, etc. Some of 
the Aldermen have noticed that this multipli- 
cation is carried to an excessive length in 
those. bureaus where the em ployés 
are paid out of the earnings of 
the . department,. as in the Water 
Office, for instance. That department 
has a plentiful supply of inspectors, clerks, 
and other functionaries. The expense of col- 
lections.in the department is about 12 per 
cent of the whole. If there is a remonstrance 
& comparison is made with the management 
of the department during the Washburne and 
Cregier administrations when the bureau was 
managed by a superintendent who fixed sal- 
aries regardless of the Council. 

Another fact that will be demonstrated by 
the publication of the pay-rolls is that some 
families are well taken care of, and still an- 
other that the Sullivans are officially more 
numerous in Chicago than the Smiths.

| yesterday Chairman Madden announced that 


the estimates of. the department and 
the revised estimates of the Controller wiil be 
submitted to the Council next Monday even- 
ing, which is only one week earlier than is re- 
quired by the charter.

McGillen. The figures cannot be had from 
the City Collector's office on which to base 
estimates. |

Dimensions of the Dock. 


In size the new dock will be 425 feet long, 
with an easy extension to 475 feet, 100 feet 
wide at the top, and 80 feet wide at the bot- 
The width of the gate will be 70 feet 
and there will be 17 feet of water over the 
thiter sill. ‘Che longest boat on the lakes is 
380 feet long. This will be the maximum 
fora few years. With harbor improvements 
the size of boats will again increase, but the 
wurgin of forty-five feet for ten years is con- 
sidered ample. The great depth of the new 
dock for the twenty-foot channel. It 
is not believed that any vVesselinan now 
living will ever see deeper water- 
ways than twenty feet ¢ between the 
great, lakes. There has been no place on 
Lake Michigan where a steel steamer could 
be repaired successfully after meeting disas- 
ter. None of the dry docks were near steel 
building shipyards, and there are but few 
large enough to hold the ordinary lake boat 
of steel construction. Whilea steel steamer 
is considered safe enough so long as it keeps 
off the bottom, the amount of damage done 
by running on rocks in the shallow channels 
of the Detroit, St. Clair, and St. Mary’s 
Rivers is great. A shock whichis scarcely 
felt on deck may rip the steel bottom open 
for many feet and break plates and frames 
for a hundred feet more. 

‘‘There were six big jobs on steel steamers 
last fall,’’ said W. L. Brown, President of the 
Chicago Shipbuilding company, yesterday, 
‘‘ which we could not take because we had no 
place to do the work. The cost of this work 
was approximately $150,000,” | 

No Deeper Channels for Six Yedrs. 


It will be six years before the dangers to 
steel steamers will be removed by government 
improvement of shallow channels, and there 
is no likelihood that repairs on these steel 
steamers will be lessened before that time. 
While the new dry dock will get a large 
amount of general work on craft of all kinds, 
it will be built primarily as a place of repair 
fot steel steamers. Owmg to the great ex- 
pense of pumping the water out of an im- 
mense dock the company has completed a ma- 
rine railway for yachts, tugs, and small craft 
generally, It isa simple yet highly effective 

‘affair. There’is u cradle which runs on a rail- 
road exteuding from below the surface of the 
water toa. point well back in the yard. When 
a boat is to be taken out of the water its nose is 
run.up on thecradle, Thecradle is then pulled 
up the inclined railway and taken to the part 
of the yard where the boat is to be un- 
loaded.. A half-dozen tugs and steam 
yachts are now’ in the yard. The ma. 
rine railway. has proved cheaper and more 
effective'than dry dock for these small craft. 
The railway will be kept in operation after 
the big dock is completed. It is something 
new on the lakes and its success is already at 
tracting attention among marine men. 

History of the Company. 


The Chicago Shipbuilding company was or- 
ganized in December, 1890. It was at first 
a branch of the Globe iron works at Cleve. 
land, which intended the new shipyard for its 
overflow contracts.

IMMIGRATION LAW UNCONSTITUTIO NAL. 


California’s Special Enactinent Is Declared 
to Be Invalid. 
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TO HOODWINK LAW. 


SOHEME TO GET LEGAL SANOTION TO 
A FAMOUS GAMBLING-HOUSE. 


Petition Appears in the Court of Chancery 


That Has Back of It the Ke-establish- . 


ment of Hankins & Wightman in Their 
Famous Place, No. 134 Clark Streete 
A Curious Proceeding That Seems to 
Require Mayor Hopkins’ Consent, and 
This Is More than Doubtful, 


Among the curiosities of legal proceedings 
in Cook County is a petition in chancery filed 
in the Cireuit Court Jan. 13 and assigned to 
Judge McConnell’s docket. It is entitled 
“Charles U. Shreve et al; vs. James Pirtle, 
Trustee.” A prominent member of the bar 
says8a more appropriate title would be “A 
scheme to make a Court of Chancery respon- 
sible for the renting of a house to be used for 
gambling purposes.” 

The petition recites that the Shreve heirs, of 
whom several are adults and several infants, 
own the ground at No, 134 Clark street and 
the buildimg thereon; that C. B. Atwood is 
willing to take a lease of the premises for a 
term of ninety-nine years at an annual rental 
of $7,080 and agree to remove the present 
structure and erect in ils stead a building to 
cost not less than $50,000 before May 1, 
1909. The adult heirs, by themselves, and 
the infant heirs by Louis Danziger, 
their next friend, say they are will. 
ing to execute this lease subject 
to a certain preference relating to 
an offer by George V. Hankins and William 
Wightman to pay $800 a month for the prem- 
ises for a term of five years, beginning May 
1, 1894. It is further alleged that if Hankins 
and Wightman be given a lease for that 
period Atwood will be willing to have execut- 
ed in his favor a lease for ninety-five years, 
beginning May 1, 1899, upon the same terms 
he offers fora lease for ninety-nine’ years. 
The adult heirs, it is alleged, have called upon 
the trustee to unite with them in executing 
some one of the proposed leases, but the 
trustee refuses to act without being author- 
ized by the court and the orators pray for re- 
lief, asking that an order be issued 
directing the trustee to execute such 
of the specified proposed leases as will in the 
judgment of the court be most desirable and 
advantageous to the petitioners. To make 
the case appeal more strongly to the court it 
is alleged that Atwood ‘‘ will not accept said 
lease unless authorized and approved by this 
court.” 

The petition was filed Jan. 13, and the same 
day notice of service was acknowledged by 
the defendant's attorneys. The answer to the 
petition was sworn to at Lonisville the day 
before the petition was placed on file. In it 
the trustee ‘* admits the allegations to be true, 
and with respect to the subject matter of said 
bill submits himself to the judgment and di- 
rection of this honorable court.”’ 


Real Purport of the Petition. 


Hankins & Wightman have for years occu- 
pied the premises the leasing of which the 
court is asked to direct and become responsi- 
ble for. It may be possible that the adult 
heirs of the Shreve estate, Louis Danziger, 
the next friend of the infant heirs, James S.

1889, and expiring April 30, 18904. 
The rental was $500 a month 
and a bonus of $5,000, paid in installments 
of $2,500 May 15 and Aug. 15, 1889. The 
place did an extremely protitable business 
during the Cregier administration, from 1889 
to 1891, but was closed when Washburne suc- 
ceeded Cregier. The rent was paid and the 
bar kept running until after the election of 
Carter Harrison last spring. Then orders 
were given not to let Hankins & Wightman 
resume business- at the old stand. They 
bought out the saloon of Kennedy & Myer at 
No. 174 Clark street and opened a gain- 
bling-house above it. The equipments and 
furnishings of No. 134 were so far as possible 
removed to No. 174 and the latter place had 
a homelike appearance to the habitues of No. 
134, 

After the removal the old stand was sublet 
to a German saloonkeeper jand apparently 
abandoned by the former proprietors. As 
soon as Hopkins was elected Mayor George 
Hankins gave his tenant at No. 134 a bonus 
to vacate and the refitting of the place Segan. 
An effort to renew the lease for five years 
more from May 1, 1894, developed the fact 
that Atwood had an option on ‘the place 
for a term of ninety-nine years and then 
began expensive operations which have cul- 
minated in an artful piece of legal . practice, 
the apparent object being to use a court of 
chancery as a shield against statutory or 
moral responsibility for permitting a house 
to be used as a gambling den. 

Amusing Weature of the Case. 

One of the amusing if not innocent feat- 
ures of the petition is an attempt to influence 
the court in favor of the “ dinner-pail ”’ 
game by alleging * that since the first day of 
May, 1889, said Hankins and said Wightman 
have expended large sums of money on the 
said building, but such expenditures have 
not added to the permanent value of the 
same. If. however, said Hankins and said 
Wightman shall ‘continue to occupy suid 
premises, such improvements may be made 
use of and will, as your orators believe, prove 
advantageous and profitable tothem.” This 
is truly refreshing in view of the oft-repeated 
declaration that the ‘“dinner-pail”’ game 
yielded a profit of $20,000 every month it 
was aliowed to run. There is excellent ground 
for the belief that further occupancy and 
operation of No. 134 would * prove advan- 
tageous and profitable’ to Hankins and 
Wightman. 

One of the allegations in the petition and 
which the trustee “‘admits”’ in his answer is 
‘said Pirtle coincides in judgment with your 
orators with respect to the desirability of 
making the proposed lease to said Hankins 
and said Wightman, and said Atwood in the 
second proposed form, but is unwilling to ex- 
ecute either of said proposed leases without 
the approval of this court and until he shall 
be directed by the decree of this court to 
do so.”’ 

It may bethat the court will direct the con- 
fiding trustee to execute a lease to Hankins & 
Wightman. There are reports, apparently 
authentic, that Mayor Hopkins will not per- 
mit its reopening while he is Mayor.

Mr, Batley’s Besolution Against the Bonds 
7 . Is Beported Favorably. | 


That was a pretty bad blow which the Judici- 
‘ary committee of the House gave theadminis- 
tration today. It was also a bad thing for the 
public credit. There were only four members 
of the committee against reporting Bailey’s 
resolution, which denies the right of the Sec. 
retary of the Treasury toissue bonds save 
for resumption purposes. The resolution 
was placed on the Housecalendar. There was 
some feeling among Republicans that the 
President and the Secretary of the Treasury 
should have sought direct legislation for 
meeting the deficiency rather than that they 
should give encouragement to go ahead apd 
pass legislation creating further deficiencies 
which might have to be met by further iss ues 
of bonds.. Nevertheless, the gutcome of the 
Judiciary committee's action will be bad. It 
may affect the floating of the present issue. 
While the majority of the committee are fixed 
-int their purpose to pass the resolution through 
the House, it is fortunate that they will not 
be able to get it up until after the time for 
closing the bids for the bonds, In the pres- 
ent temper of the House, with income tax and 
other Populist doctrines rampant, no one 
can predict that the Bailey resolution will be 
defeated. 

The action of the committee plainly indi- 
cates that the majority were not influenced 
by the arguments made by Secretary Carlisle 
“oe typ when he “4 eigen before them. Mr. 

iley believes that his resolution will pass 
the House and that favorable action upon the 
committee’s resolution by the House will re- 
sult in ths Secretary’s applying the proceeds 
of the sale of the bonds as required by law 
and not to meet the current expenses of the 
government. Asked what the Secretary 
would do for funds to meet the present ermer- 

ency Mr. Bailey replied: Coin the seign- 
orage in the Treasury. That will meet our 
present mecessities.”’

Mr. W. A. Stone of Pennsylvania made the 
following statement embodying the reasons 
of the five Republican members of the com- 
mittee for voting in tho affirmative: 

The Republican party bas always maintained 
since the acts of 1875 and 1882 that there should 
be kept at all times, by sale of bonds if necessa- 
ry, a reserve fund of $100,000.000, sacred to the 
redemption of United States notes. The proposi- 
tiot of Secretary Carlisle is practically to wipe 
out and destroy the reserve fuad by treating it as 
a balance in the Treasury out of which the ap- 

topriations of Congress may be paid. This pol- 
icy is viewed with alarm. If it is carried out 
it will have a far more tnicious effect 
on the business and credit of the country than 
‘any temporary embarrassment that may arise by 
the failure of Congress to provide sufficient reve- 
nue to defray the current expenses of the govern- 
ment, Mr. Carlisle is largely responsible for the 
Wilson bill now before the House. We believe 
this bill to be the principal cause for the present 
deficiency in the revenue. He cannot expect us 
to support a policy which purposely reduces the 
revenue below the necessary amount to pay the

PO DEEPEN THE RIVER 


OHIOAGOANS MAKE A PLEA FOR 
NEEDED IMPROVEMENTS. 


Frank Wenter, Members of the Board of 
Trade, and Congressmen Ask That the 
Murky Stream Be Dredged to a Depth 
of Sixteen and a Half Feet—Fair Pros- 


pects for a Good Appropriation=Com- 
mission to Report on the Chicago Post- 


office Is Appointed. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 26.—{Special.]}— 
There was a large turnout of Chicagoans be- 
fore the River and Harbor committee of the 
House this morning, members of the Board 
of Trade, under the guidance of Congressmen 
Black, Aldrich, and Goldzier, appearing in 
the interest of the improvement of the Chi- 
cago River. Another welcome addition to the 
jlist of those in attendance was President 
Frank Wenter of the Drainage Board. Fully 
an hour anda half was consumed by those 
present in giving the committee an idea of 
the necessities of the marine interests 
of Chicago, which was denominated the sec- 
ond shipping port in the United States, 
Chairman Blanchard asked a number of ques- 
tions during the address of President Wenter. 
The gist of the latter’s argument was that the 
appropriation of $700,000 already estimated 
for the improvement of the river would not 
be sufficient for all the needs of commerce, 
Still, this sam would do for a beginning, and 
he urged the importance of making suitable 
provision in the next river and harbor ap- 
propriation bill. . 

When it came.the turn of the Board of 
Trade representatives to make their argu- 
ment their first care was to present the dis- 
patch from the lake line agents favoring the 
dredging of the river to a uniform depth of 
sixteen and a half feet. It was further repre- 
sented that the Drainage Board of Chicago 
would be called upon to supervise the ex- 
penditure of many millions of dollars for the 
purpose of changing the channel of the river. 

Incidentally allusion was made to the in- 
tention of the promoters of this improvement 
to have a current in the river of one mile an 
hour, and the estimates and ideas of Capt. 
Marshall were frequently and favorably com- 
mented on in the course of the conference, 
Within a few weeks all the hearings on rivers 
and harbors will be completed, and the ap- 
propriation bill will be framed according to 
the testimony. “From the tenor of remarks 
by the committeemen today, while the sum of

CHICAGO POSTOFFICE COMMISSION, 


Messrs. Machen, Spangler, and Stuart Are 
Named as Investigators. | 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 26.—[Special. ]— 
Postmaster-General Bissell today announced 
the members of the commission who are to go 
to Chicago.and make an investigation and re- 
port on fhe needs of the Postoffice in that 
city, This commission, however, will not be 
expected to take any cognizance of the condi- 
tion of the public building, that being a 
matter within the jurisdiction of the Treasury 
Department. Those who will constitute 
the commission. are Supt. Machen 
of the Free Delivery Department; 
R. E. Spangler of Chicago and Capt. James 
©, Stuart, United States Postoffice Inspector. 
It was the idea of the Postmaster-Genera|! 
that the persons selected for this work should 
be experts on postal matters, and would be 


' able to give their undivided attention to the 


subject. for several weeks, and their recom- 
mendation will be acted upon during the next 
fiscal year. Al' the members of the commis. 
sion will start upon their labors next week, 
but Supt. Nachen will be compelled to divide 
his time between Chicago and New York, 
having also been designated for service with ° 
the New York Commission. 
[**‘ News of my appointment on the commission 
to examine into the needs of the Chicago Postof- 
fice had not reached me,” said R. E. Spangler 
at his home last night, * though I was told some 
days ago that it would probably be made. I had 
expected a committee of at least five and I had 
hoped that Gen. Frank H. Jones, First Assistant 
Postmaster-General, might be included in the 
number. In advance of the instructions from the 
department in Washington I cannot say what 
the scope of our investigation will be. It will 
certainly include the proposed abolition of ‘the 
namber of small stoffices in the city limits 
of Chicago and the extension of the jurisdic- 
tion of the Postmaster of Chicago so that it may 
cover the territory. The delivery and collection 
of mail is another important matter which wil! 
of necessity be taken up as weil as the more 
rapid handling of mail forthe outly distrigts.”’ 
Mr. Spangler was for some time an Inspector in 
the Postoffice Department and served on a com- 
mission headed by Gen. James N. Tyner, which 
spent three weeks in examining the New York 
Postoffice. Mr. Spangler served on a, similar 
commission sent to Chicago, and he suggested 
he present annexes to the postoflice buildings in 
stroit and Kansas City. He was recently a 
candidate for Collector of Internal Revenue. |

The National Board of Trade Recommends 
a Government Subsidy.

In the National Board of Trade today the 
most important recommendation adopted was 
in relation toa subsidy by the United States 
Government of $75,000,000 in support of 
the construction of the N caraguan Canal. 
This proposition seemed to meet with general 
approbation. A memorial to Congress on the 
subject getting forth the advantages which 
would accrue to this country by the aid given 
such a project and Senator Morgan’s bill in 
favor of the scheme were earnestly com- 
mended, | ‘ 

In the announcement of the Executive com- 
mittee for the ensuing year Messrs. Randal! 
and Dousman of Chicago wereincluded. An. 
other resoiution from the Chicago Board of 
Trade urged upon Congress the necessity for 

ompt action on the tariff in order that the 
ndustries of the United States might have a 
chance to recuperate from the financial crisis 
through which they had just passed.

ARGENTINE’S TRIBUTE TO LINCOLN. 


Portrait of the Martyr President Presented 
to the Memorial Association. 

Wasuineton, D. C., dan. 26.—At3 o'clock 
this afternoon in the presence of a distin- 
guished company of ladies and gentlemen, 
which included Vice-President Stevenson and 
Gen. Schofield, Dr. Zaballos, the Argentine 
Minister to the United States, on behalf of his 
government presented to the Memorial ,Asso- 
ciation of the District of Golumbia a beautiful 
water-color painting commemorating the 
action of the Argentine Republic on the occa- 
sion of the death of Abraham Lincoln. The 
President of the Memorial Association is 
Chief Justice Fuller and the membership in- 


cludes Gen. Schofield.

lery of the legation, No, 1603 Massachusetts 
avenue. The picture represents the Goddess 
of Liberty encircling with her right arm the 


er left hand supports a fanciful shield which 
bears in illuminated letters the decree of 
Vice-President Paz, issued June %, 1865, on 
learning of the death of Linculn. This decree 
directs that the national flag be kept at half- 
must over the Congressional chambers for 
the ensuing three days, and that the Senators 
and members of the House of Represent- 
atives will be in mourning for that 
period. The picture, which is about 
three feet long by two wide, is framed 
in a gold wreath of laurel. About 
the easel upon which the picture rested were 
draped silk flags of the United States and the 
Argentine Republic, and where the two joined 
was a scroll in immortellesand palm tfeaves 
bearing the one word ** Lincoln.” 

Dr. Zeballos, in making the presentation, 
said the Argentine Republie considered Lin- 
coln as a model Republican, as a worthy 
example to be emulated and imitated by the 
sons of the new republics of Spanish Amer- 
ica. It decreed honors to his private and 
public virtues, to his purity of soul,. to 
the modesty of his origin, which 
he preserved even at the summit of human 
greatness, to that character which was honora- 
ble in peace and strong in war and showed its 
appreciation of the love forhiscountry and for 
humanity of which Abraham Lincoln always 
gave the highest example to his contempo- 
raries. . 


ot the “ Life of Lincoln,’’ which he had trans- 
lated, in order that it might serve as a read- 
ing book in the schools and as an example for 
the young. At the end of the book wasa 
poem by ex-lbresident Mitre, thus associating 
two ofthe most notable figures in modern 
Argentine history as united to honor the mem- 
=r of Lincoln.

On behalf of the Memorial Association I grate- 
fully accept the documents and the beautiful allie-

We have noted 
with interest the fact that one of the wealthiest 
and most prominent of your cities bears the hon- 
ored name of “Lincoln.” In thus honori 
his name you have honored yourselves. 
trust the beautiful gity of Lincoln will 
during the coming ges be a_ constant 
reminder to your countrymen of the man who 
said: “ This government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people shall not perish from 
the earth.’’ On behalf of the Memorial Associa- 
tion | accept these gifts in the same spirit in 
wintich they have been tendered. They will find 
a wy place, with other treasures, in the room 
where Lincoln died. They will here remain dur- 
ing all the years, silent witnesses to the millions 
who shall come to this sacred shrine, of the Jove 
your countrymen bear for the name and meffory 
of Abraham Lincoln.

CANNON TAKES A SHOT AT HUNTER, 
to 


Republicans ‘Given a Good Chance 
Laugh and to Applaud. 


Wasuineton, D..C., Jan. 26,—[Special. }— 
Andy Hunter ran of Joe Cannon today, 
if they could have seen him, would have been 
sorry for him. A good-natured remark of 
Mr. Cannon during the tariff debate called 
out a most bitter and vituperative reply from 
Hunter. Then, after Cannon had replied, 
Hunter, who saw how Cannon is esteemed by 
both sides of the House, had sense enough to 
apologize, but the incident did notereflect any 
credit upon him, 


to the position in which he was placed by M 
Wilson’s amendment. Twenty-five years ago, 
and at every election since, the gentleman on 
the Democratic side of the House had begun 
his speeches at the hustings with the statement 
that the Republican party had placed a duty 
of from 40 per cent to 60 per cent on the 
necessities of the poor and a duty of about 10 
per cent on the diamonds of the rich. He 
thought the action of Mr. Wilson had spoiled 
his speéch. [Great laughter and applause on 
the Republican side}. 

Mr. Hunter made a bitter reply to Mr. Can- 
non’s remarks of a few minutes before, which 
he concluded by saying that in this House he 
never hadand never would be guilty of the vul- 
garity and indecency which had for two years 
driven that gentleman into political exile. 
Hisses and jeers from the Republican side 
greeted this reference to that incident. 

Ina moment Mr. Cannon was on his feet. 
die had been in Congress for twenty years, 
he said. His colleague was serving his first 
term. Hisreference to the gentleman’s speech 
had been entirely good-natured and he be- 
lieved itto be apt. For twenty-five years 
upon the hustings he had heard his colleague 
wrap his coat around him (as he saia this Mr. 
Cannon, in imitation of Mr. Hunter, drew hirm- 
self up in mock solemnity) and begin by say- 
ing that he stood for the common people whose 
clothes were taxed 80 per cent, whose shelter 
was taxed 50 per cent, while the diamonds of 
the rich were taxed only 10 percent. With 
that text for twenty-five years he had stumped

Wasnixoron, D. C., Jan. 26.—[Special. }— 
President Cleveland is holding back his nom- 
inations. No one doubts that. Senators and 
Representatives who have been around thede- 
partments for the smailest crumbs find it out, 
The administration wants to know how some 
of the Democratic Representatives are going 
to vote on the cuckoo Hawaiian resolutions 
before it gives them uny fodder. In the Sen- 
ate Peckham’s nomination to the Supreme 
Court is the test which is to be apphed. The 
President, however, rather has the best of Hill 
and the Democratic Senators there. He has 
been sending ina good many appointments 
which are held up, and_ he is justified in say- 
ing that it is no use for him to 
make further appointments until the 
Senate either confirms or rejects 
those already sent in. So far 
during the predent week the President has 
sent to the Senate only the nomination of 
Peckham; and while the Senate has held two 
or three brief executive sessions very few 
confirmations have been announced. It is 
also a well-known fact that there is scarcely 
an important committee of the Senate which 
has not one nomination or more hung up, be- 
cause of objections by Senators and others. 
A large number of nominations from New 
York and some from Missouri, North Caro- 
lina, Illinois, and many other States which 
were made before the Christmas holidays re- 
main still in the committees. Appraiser Bunn 
of New York, Collector Simmonge of North 
Carolina, and the Topeka Postmaster are/in- 
cluded in the list of appointments of long 
standing which have not received attention. 
It is the general belief about the Senate that 
the nominations will come in more rapidly 
after the Peckham nomination is disposed of.

Railroad and Express Companies Combine 
to Make War on Elgin, Il. 

It is not often that the people of Elgin, Il., 
go on the war-fath, but when they do they are 
stayers. Just now they are doing battle royal 
with the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroad and the express companies that do 
business over that line. 

The trouble began when the road and the 
express companies tried to “freeze out” an 
express messenger service conducted by a 
local celebrity by the name of “ Dud” 
Martin. “Dud” isa local product. He be- 
gan his business career the day after President

His endeavors to get into a 
seat were strongly suggestive of a woman dut- 
ing the height of the crinoline régime.

They told 
the express people to keep their hands off 
under penalty of losing ail their Eigin busi- 
ness. The railroad was not handicd so easily. 
The officials flatly refused to allow any one 
passenger to carry so many bundles. hen 
the Elginites heard this they decided on a 
flank moveinent. Hundreds of the business- 
men of the city come to Chicago every day. 
They told ‘** Dud” they would meet him at 
saa esis and help him with a portion of his 

Thus it came about that the most staid and 
solid citizens of the Watch City are seen 
boarding the train at Chicago with large 
loads of bundles. The unmarried men are 
caught often with millinery and infants’ be. 
longings. When the train reaches Elgin the 
packages are returned to “ Dud.’”’ The rail- 
road people are trying now to figure out a 
scheme to beat the game, but at present the 
people are on top.

Protesting to Congress Against the Pas- 
sage of the Wilson Bill, 


Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 26.—[Special.}—An 
attempt was made in the Senate today to 
eatch the supporters of the Brower-Gatch bill 
napping. Senator Rowen of Wright County, 
the only preacher in the Senate, circulated a 
paper calling a caucus of the Republican 
members who are opposed to a license law. 
Just before the close of the morning session 
he arose in his seat and announced that a 
caucus of the Republican Senators who were 
opposed to license would be held at 3 p. m., 
and it was said he had the signatures of twen- 
ty-five Republican Senators to his paper. 

The caucus took place this afternoon 
according to program and was attended by 
quite a large number of the Republican Sen- 
ators. No action was taken looking towards 
an agreement on the subject and the caucus, 
which was a secret. one, developeds into 
nothing but an experience meeting. 

One Senator who was present said after- 
wards: ‘They all of them told how good 
Prohibitionists they were, and Senator Finn 
especially said he was opposed to any change 
in the prohibitory law, though he was willing 
to. pite on as many additional fines as anybody 
wanted to. Quite a number of them seemed 
to favor the mulct plan as an additional pen- 
alty, but one Senator said the adoption of the 
mulct plan, without any provision that it 
should afford relief in Gounties where the law 
carnot be enforced at preseht, would simply 
bea farce. ‘The others who followed him 
seemed to think somewhat as he did, and they 
believed a mulct law might be adopted which 
would carry out the spirit of the Republican 
platform.” 

Another Senator who was present said: 
“Many of them intimuted that there was a 
sort of a Sunday-school condition in their 
districts, but I told them that in my district 
it was not so, and I explained that there were 
quite a number of saloons running in my dis- 
trict and that the condition of affairs there 
was a matter of great concern to the honest 
Prohibitionists and they were asking for some 
measure of relief. Qn the whole the meeting 
was simply an expression of individual opin- 
jon and did not reach any result except that, 
as I think, it showed that a majority of the 
Republican membership of the Senate does 
not favor the Brower-Gatch bill, and I be- 
lieve some sort of a mulct plan is the best 
that can be passed by the Senate. I under- 
stand that there is a bill being prepared by a 
Republican Senator which will admit of the 
application of the mulct theory to counties 
or to cities of certain population, and it seems 
to me that something of that sort may possi- 
bly be adopted.”’ , 


- Outlook for a License Law. 


Another Senator who was not present at the 
caucus. but who believes in a modification of 
the present law, said he did not think the 
caucus would have any other effect than to 
show that it was hardly probable a license law 
or any measure looking towards such a law 
could be passed. ‘* To tell the truth,”’ he said, 
**the only sentiment that has been worked up 
here has been one against the Brower-Gatch 
bill; Such men as ex-Senator ‘Reiniger and 
other pronounced Prohibitionists have been 
down pha doing their best to work up an op- 
position to this bill, while on the other hand 
the friends of a modification of the present 
law have staid at home. The State seems to 
have settled down to the idea that the spirit of 
the Republican platform would be carried out 
by thé men who are elected upon this platform 
without further instructions from their con- 
stituents. . so it seems that the business- 
men of the have lost sight of 
that the opponents of modification have been 
busily engaged trying to defeat such a result. 
It is certainly time the people should know 
the exact situation.”’ , 

‘Several other Republican Senators spoke in 
the same way. 

Several new bills on the temperance ques- 
tion were introduced today. In addition to 
the mulct bill of Representative Funk, a 
synopsis of which was given in these dis- 
patches last night, and the Morrison bill to 
legalize clubs of 1OO members or more, Mr. 
Nicoll of Ida Grove introduced a franchise 
bill which is somewhat after the same plan as 
the Morrison bill. In the Senate a- bill was 
introduced by Senator Harsh the preamble 
of which states that the purpose isto ‘*‘ more 
effectually control and restrain saloons and 
persons engaged inthe sale of intoxicating 
liquors as a beverage in cities of 2,000 or 
over inhabitants.”’ 

Provisions of the Bill. 


The first section of the bill is as follows: 

Sec. 1. In addition to the penalties now pro- 
vided by law for the unlawful sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, a fine or tax of $1,000 per annum 
and such additional sum as may be fixed by City 
Councils in all cities of 2,000 or over inhab- 
itants havi organized effective police protec- 
tion, is ee assessed upon and against the 
property and the owner and keeper thereof of 
any and every place where such liquors are kept 
for sale or sold as a beverage in said cities. Said 
tax shall be a perpetual! lien on said real estate 
until paid, and shall be collected as other taxes 
by the County Treasurer and by him paid over 
on demand tothe Treasurer of the city where said 
saloon is located, to be used for defraying ex- 
penses of the city, provided, that said City Coun- 
cil shall, if it desires to control such saloons, 
under this act, provide by ordinance that said 
tax shall be paid monthly in advance and such 

bayment so made by a person approved by said 
Ponneil {(whoin no case shall be one who has 
been convicted within six months of a violation 
of any ordinance of said city relating to this sub- 
ject) shall operate as a bar to all proceedings 
under State law fora space of thirty days from 
the date thereof against said person or property 
for the unlawful sale of intoxicating liquors ; and 
rovided further. that said Council shall provide 
f ordinance for. suitable punishment and pen- 
alties for commission of the following offenses 
against the peace and good will of said city: 

1. Sale of intoxicating liquors in any other 
than a single room opening on or fronting upon 
a public business street, patroled at least twice 
in each hour by policemen, with the bar in said 
room in plain view of passers-by on street or 
sidewalk, unobstructed by screen, blind, or 
painted windows, and containing no billiard or 
gaming tables, cards, dice, or other gambling de- 


vice whatever. 
2. Sale on seventh day of weck, commonly 


caller Sunday, and all election days, and at all 
hours later than 10 o clock at-night and before 6 


o'clock in the morning, Central time, — 
2. Sale toaminor, drunkard, or intoxicated 


person. 

This bill is understood to have the indorse-

Senator Waterinan of Ottumwa introduced 
a city optign bill which provides for the hold- 
ing of elections once in three years in cities of 
4,000 population and over to decide upon the 
guestion of license or prohibition in such 
cities. The annual license tee is fixed at 
$1,500, $500 to go to the county and $1,000 
to the city. The bill contains restrictions and 
rules for governing saloons which may be 
operated under its provisions.

News "Reason for Its Existence, 


Something decidedly original in the way of 
committees is to be found in the Society of 
the Home for Destitute Crippled Children, 
Paulina street and Park avenue. Its duties 
are fully described in its title—‘* Committee 
on Suppression of News.”’ Theoretically this 
comniittee is supposed to keep all informa- 
tion relating to the doings of the society from 
the press. Actually, however, the committee’s 
efforts in this direction have proved lament- 
able failures thus far, for all the doings of the 
society that are worth printing get promptly 
into print. But the committee is by no means 
discouraged, It is still zealous in the dis- 
charge of its duties. 

A meeting of the society was held yesterday 
at the home. Two reporters presented them- 
selves at the door at the hour appointed for 
the meeting. One was a woman, the other a 
man. The man was no sooner inside than he 
was requested to get outside again, and, as the 
request was accompanied by a look of the 
same general nature as Corbett is said to have 
given Mitchell last Thursday, he got out.

Delegate Meeting to Be Held=What W. P, 
Rend Says of the Trouble. 

Cotumsus, O., Jan. 26.—[Special,|—It is 
reported in mining circles that a meeting of 
delegates from Ohio, Pennsyivania, West Vir- 
ginia, Illinois, and Indiana is to be held here 
in February to try to adjust mining troubles 
by adopting a new scale, to go into effect at 
once, thus placing the operators of each of 
the States on an even footing. 

John McBride, President of the United 
Mine Workers’ Union of America, was asked 
if the report was true, and he said the matter 
had. not been determined on definitely as yet, 
but he intimated that something would soon 
happen in that line. 

W. P. Rend of Chicago in an interview to- 
day said: “** Prices have been forced too low 
and operators and miners are both suffering 
from starvation standards. If this demorali- 
zation is allowed to go on it surely will 
end, in the course of a few months, in 
one of the most bitter and costly strikes that 
have ever taken place in the mining industry 
of the country. It is now the common inter- 
est and the common duty of the operators 
and minera to continne to live in peace to- 
gether. In my judgment it would be well be- 
fore the opening of navigation to have a gen- 
eral convention similar to those heid annually 
during the last seven years for the purpose of 
seeking some peacea ble and equitable settie- 
ment of this question.”

Selling Land He Does Not Own. 


Dexver, Colo.. Jan. 26.—[Special.}—The 
suit to forfeit the charter of the Credit Foncier 
or Topolobampe Colony company was incited 
by the investigations of stockholders who 
were drawu .into the scheme by a glowing 
prospectus, A.J, Streeter, representing the 
investors, in his report from Fuerte, Sinaloa, 
Mexico, does not minee matters in handling 
the promoters who were organized into a cor- 
poration seven years ago by A. K. Owen un- 
der concessions from the Mexican Govérn- 
ment. W.A. Witherspoon, who was asso- — 
ciated in the investigation, indorses the fol- 
lowing charges upon which the suit was based? 

“Owen lives in New York most of the time, 
but his colony has been a sad and gloomy 
failure. His coadjutors in New York were 
John W. Lovell, John H. Rice, Joseph E, 
Ortez, and E. 0. Ball. Through false and 
glowing advertisements they induced 1,500. 
emigrants to come here from time to time . 
during the last seven years. They were in- 
duced to come here under Owen’s plan of ‘a 
‘higher life’ theory. He levies a $10 
assessinent upon all colonists, when he 
gives a ‘permit’ to go to the colony. 
The money is ostensibly taken for a share of 
Credit Foncier stock, for which a receipt is 
given, but no stock was ever issued’ When- 
ever a colonist was found who had money. he 
was solicited for a loan, usually to be paid as 
soon as Owen could send to his New York of- - 
fice. Owen pretends to own large landed 
properties in the Fuerte Valley as a basis of 
credit and loans. From the records I bave 
caused to be examined he does not own an 
acre of land in the Fuerte Valley. 

Says Owen Owns No Land. 

‘* His colony is now situated in the ‘Mochis’ — 
tract, to irrigate which the Kansas Sinaloa 
Investment company constructed a large 
canal. No part of this tract is owned by 
Owen, nor ever was. The so-called ‘City 
Site,’ in which Owen and his agents have been 
and are now selling for cash what they de- 
nominate ‘lot uses,’ is a fraud and a bare- 
faced swindle, Owen does not own 
an acre of land in ‘City Site,”

STRANGE ISLAND OF PRINCE OF WALES. 


Alaskan Land with Its Queer and 
Badly Mixed Population, 

San Francisco Chronicle: James Millar, 
who hus long resided on Prince of Wates 
Island, and who, by reason of his being the 
first white settler and now controlling the 
largest interest, is referred taas the monarch 
of that island, has arfived here. Mr, Millar 
is located at Hunter's Bay, where he has been 
for four years in the business of catching and 
salting salmon, 

The strange island of the Prince of Wales, 
on which Mr. Millar bas elected to make his 
hore, lies at the mouth of Dixon’s entrance 
and only about three miles from the northern 
line of British Coiumbia, The island is about 
200 miles long and from ten to thirty or forty 
miles wide. It is singular in ite ee hav- 
ing a fringe of lowland all around oward 
the eenter are ridges of mountains, some of 
them reaching lofty heights ana covered with 
perpetual snow. There is magnificent timber 
in great quantities. It consistsof spruce, fir, 
hemlock, splendid yellow cedar, and a very 
superior ‘red cedar. 

“The island has never been surveyed nor 
explored,” said Mr. Millar, ‘and some day it | 
must prove, I think, a most inviting field for | 
exploration. ‘The Indians, of whom there are 
probably some 3,000, are scattered around 
the island shores in little villages, usually of 
about 100 inhabitants each. y consist of 
many different tribes, Most of those I came 
in contact with are Hydahs. There are be- 
tween 800 and 400 of themat Hunter’s Bay, 

and they are quite industrious as fishermen 
and salters of the salmon, Thé Hydah In- 
dians came up from the Queen Charlotte Isl- 
ands many yeats ago and made conquest, 
driving the native tribe out. The former are 
very superior Indians. They are intelli 
and pick up anything very quickly. I think 
they originally came from Mexico, as they 
much resemble the Mexican race. Some of 
them, I have noticed, have as fine faces as 
any white man, and as full and fine beards. 

** Though Prinee of Wales Island has many 
resources I do not think it will be of any use 
for agriculture. When Il left Dec. 11 there 
was sumne snow at Hunter’s Bay, but still it 
was not cold. My nearest white neighbors 
ure at the Presbyterian missionary station of 
Howkan, twenty-five miles away. At my 
place there are no white persons, except my 
wine and children, and they are ri or Bas 
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hardy pioneer only to be met wit 
faraway posts.

to the barracks of the Uhlan Guards, where 
he took luncheon. | 

At 11 o’eloek the Emperor went out driv- 
ing. He was loudly cheered by the crowds in 
the streets through which he passed. Lunch- 
eon was setved in the Emperor's pri- 
vate room at 1:45 o’elock. Covers were 
d for only three persons—the Emperor, 
set apart for his use in ordér to repose for a 
shoft time. Before he retiréd, however. the 
Emperor's sons were presented to him. In 
front of the rooms occupied by the Prince 
there were placedia double row of sentinels 
from the Guards Cuirassiers. After the Prince 
had rested for nh time he arose. 

In the meantime ah ihimense crowd had 
gathered in front of the palace, pouring forth 
volley after volley of cheers or singing patriot- 
ic hymna, ‘* Heil der im Siegerkranz,’’ ** Die 
Wacht am Rhein,”’ and * Deutschiand Ueber 
Alles.”” This was kept up until the Emperor 
Empress, and Prince Bismarck appeared at 
the window and smilingly bowed to the crowd 
that at once went almost wild in their demon- 
strations of delight. 

Caprivi Meets Bismarck, 

The weather was fine and nothing occurred 
during the day to mar the joyousness of the 
oceasion. All the Ministers, including Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi, left their cards for Prince 
Bismafck. Dr. von Boetticher, Secretary of 
the Imperial Home Office, was the first of the 
Ministers to pay this courtesy. ; 

At 8 o’clock Chancellor von Caprivi was an- 
nounced. He had an interview with the Prince 
that lasted three-quarters of an hour. At 4 
o’clock the Prince was driven to the palace of 
Empress Frederick, the mother of the Em- 
peror, and paid her a short visit. She pressed 
him to stay longer in Berlin, but Prince Bis- 
marck begged to be permitted to foilow 
his physiclan’s advice and return to his 


home this evening. After leaving the 
Empress fFrederick’s palace the peo- 
le, who were densely massed in 


n the vicinity broke through the police lines 
and tried to unhitch the horses harnessed to 
the Prince’s carriage. They wanted theim- 
selves to draw him back to the castle. The 
police, however, prevailed upon them to fore- 
go their intention. The crowd was so thick 
that it was impossible for the horses to go 
faster than a slow walk, and as the carriage 
moved along the crowd surged forward with 
it, everybody joining in singing patriotic 
songs. . 

At 6:15 o’clock dinner was served in one 
of the rooms set apart for Prince Bismtarck’s 
use. The Emperor took dinner with the 
Prinee. The others present were King Albert 
of Saxony, Prince Henry, four officers of the 
Zeydlitz Cuirassiers, and Count Herbert Bis- 
marteck. As previously arranged, Prince Bis- 
thardk’s stay in the city was short. Shortly after 
7 o'clock the state coach drove up at the 
main entrance of the palace. Accompanying 
it wasa whole squadron of the Gardes du 
Corps. for the Emperor intended to show 
every honor tothe Prince, and had announced 
that hé would accompany him to the statiun. 
At exactly 7:10 o’clock the Prince appeared, 
leaning on the arm of the Emperor, and to. 
gether they entered the carriage. Then amid 
the blare of trumpets the drive to the station 
éoitimenced. 

The crowds still lingered along the streets 
and cheer after cheer was given as the Em- 
peror and the Prince and the military caval- 
cade swept along. The train for Friedrichs- 
ruhe left the station at 7:25 o’clock. When 
the Emperor and the Prince entered the royal 
waiting-room his Majesty threw. his arms 
about the Prince and embraced him repeat- 


sie Great Cheers for William, 

‘About 4 o'clock in the afternoon Emperor 
William. acconipanied by his suite, rode 
through Unter den Linden, which was filled 
with people its entire length. His Majesty, 
who celebrates the anniversary of his birth 
tomorrow, was received with every demon- 
stration of affection.

As this 
was inthe nature of an amendment of the 
constitution it was not acted on last even- 
ing, but went. over to the next regu- 
lar meeting. It is intended to attect 
the town, Congressional,» county, Sena- 
torial, and Aldermanic conventions, 
and is especially aimed at Chairman 
McGillen, who insisted on naming the ‘Tempo- 
rary Chairman of the last city convention. 
Notice was also given of an amendment to 
the constitution providing for a meeting of the 
comunittee on the first Tuesday of each month. 
Both amendments will be acted on at an ad- 
journed meeting next Tuesday. 

The Chairman read a communication from 
Chief Clerk Tayior of the Election Commis- 
sioners calling attention to the fact that 
changes in the judges and clerks of election 
must be made this year before Feb. 4, or sixty 
days before the date of the April election.

PENNSYLVANIA TRACKS REMOVED. 


Ald. Kenny Will Demand Still More of the 
Company=—The Mayor’s Trip. 

In obedience to the order of Ald. Kunz 
passed by the Council Jan. 3, and at the sug- 
gestion of the Mayor and Corporation Coun- 
sel, the Pennsylvania railroad company pro- 
ceeded yesterday to tear up the tracks laid 
under cover of aninjunction across Fifty-first 
street in December, 1892. There were twen- 
ty of these tracks. The company has prom- 
ised several times-to tear up the tracks, 
but has always put off that business until 
now on the ground that negotiations for track 
elevation, which would color the whole diffi- 
culty, were pending with the city authorities. 
The negotiations do not seem to make much 


progress. 

But Ald. Kenny is preparing for another at- 
tack on the Pennsylvania company. He says 
it has laid tracks illegally across Forty- 
seventh street and on Wentworth avenue. 
He will present an order in the Council Mon- 
day night, he says, to have those tracks 
torn up also. Many of the Aldermen are 
wondering why the Pennsylvania company is 
being attacked, specially when there are cor- 
porations that are equal offenders. The 
Stock- Yards company on Fortieth street and 
the Western Indiana along Stewart avenue 
are referred to in this connection. All these 
corporations will be made subjects of inquiry 
and attack also, it is said. 

Mayor Hopkins, Corporation Coun:el Ru- 
bens, and Consulting Engineer Ellers spent 
all ot yesterday afternoon: inspecting the 
tracks of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad company. The Mayor seemed 
to be impressed with the idea that 
the viaduct m@thod was the best one for the 
abolition of grade crossings on this line as 
far west as Ox den avenue. West of that point 
the elevation of the tracks is the remedy. 
Eastof Ogden avenue there are viaducts at 
Ashland avenue, Blue Island avenue, Center 
avenue, Halsted street, and Canal street. 
Other viaducts, he thinks, ought to be erected 
atintervening points yet to be designated. 
But the Mayor says he will insist on elevation 
west of that point. The road owns the prop- 
erty on either side and can elevate with- 
out much expense. As matters stand now 
the company docs not go to the expense of 
maintaining gate guards or flagmen at the 
crossings. 

It is probable that a track elevation ordi- 
nance referring to this road will be intro- 
duced at the same time that the ordinance af.

BALDERSON KILLED FARMER GOODALE. 


Confesses That with Another Boy He Com- 
mitted the Crime for Money. | 


Arton, Ia., Jan. 26.—[Special, |—Balder- 
son, who was today arrested for the murder of 
Farmer Goodale, tonight weakened under 
close questioning and confessed that he, in 
company with a partner, committed the mur- 
der. Sam Kidd, a youth of the neighborhood, 
is implicated and officers are after him, 
Balderson has been taken to jail at Creston 
for safe keepmg. Both are country boys with 
little education. Feeling against them is ris- 
ing and some fears of violence are entertained, 
How much money was obtained is unknown, 
Five hundred and sixty doilars were found in 
the house after the murder. Goodale will be 
buried tomorrow. 

Farmer Goodale, 72 years of age, liv- 
ing alone, was found on the floor of his kitech- 
en dead from fifteen wounds, fourteen upon 
the head, four puncturing the skull, His 
throat was cut. A hatchet, with which the 
blows were inflicted, was found near 
the corpse, He had probably been 
dead since Saturday night. The body 
was found by a neighbor. Goodale 
was a inan of* roving habits. He lost 
$2,000 in the Tingley Bank failure recently, 
since which he had kept his money at home. 
For this he was killed, and his watch and two 
pocketbooks were gone, but search revealed a 
roll of bills which the murderer overlooked. 

The young man, Balderson by name, whose 
people settled here last spring, was 
arrested today. He said after the body 
was found that Sunday he went to see Goodale 
in reference toa team. No oye answered his 
knock and he pushed the door open, finding 
the old man dead. The body was not stiff, 
and there was no food in sight. He at once 
notified the two neighbors, Elliott and. Wil- 
eon, neither of whom paid any attention to 
his story. Balderson’s talk, taken in connec- 
tion with the facts that Goodale had not 
owned a team for sixteen years and 
that the body was found by Elliott 
and that the remains of a meal were upon t 
table when the corpse was found and portions 
of partly masticated food were still in the 
old man’s mouth, led to the arrest. 


CANADIAN A. P. A. WORK IS CONCLUDED. 


No Resolutions Affecting the Governments 
Are Passed=Women’s Work, 


Hamitron, Ont., Jan. 26.—[Special.]|—The 
Protestant Protective Association convention 
did not adjourn until 2:30 o’clock this morn- 
img, and the Executive committee were in ses- 
sion for two hours after that time.

GEN. LONGSTREET DENIES JONES’ STORY. 


The Georgian Gives His Version of Lee’s 
Escape from Ord, 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., Jan. 26.—[Special.]— 
Gen. James D. Longstreet denounces a state- 
ment lately made by Gov. Jones of Alabama 
as being either maliciously untrue or the re- 
sult of ignorance. Gov. Jones, speaking of 
the military events of April 2, 1865, when 
Gen, Ord marched up to Gen, Lee’s head- 
quarters, the latter narrowly escaping, placed 
the blaine upon Gen. Longstreet, who had 
not ebeyed certain orders. Gen. Longstreet 
points out that he had only reached Lee’s side 
by an all night’s ride, that he had previously 
pointed out the possibility of Ord’s movement, 
but that -he had no orders whatever 
to execute in regard toit. He was in Lee’s 
headquarters when the presence of the Feder- 
als became known and acting hurriedly he 
threw a number of commissioned officers in 
front of the tent, hastened up several regi- 
ments, and made such a show of resistance as 
enabled Gen. Lee to find time to retire 
toward Five Forks. It was thus that Lee was 
enabled to strike Sheridan and Warren a de- 
cisive blow, which defeated Gen. Grant’s 
hope of making that the last day of the war. 
Grant’s censure of Warren for the affair was 
unjust to that officer; as he could not have 
acted otherwise than he did.

J. N. Mulvihill of the Seventeenth 
Ward, who was shot through the head by Mi- 
chael Fewer Thursday night ia Edward Hus- 
sey’s saloon, No, 140 North Sangamon street. 
died from the effects of his wound at & 
o'clock yesterday morning at the Presbyterian 
Hospital. Fewer was held by a Coroner's 
jury to answer for hig act tothe grand jury. 
Arrangements have not yet been completed 
for the funeral, but it will probably be held 
tomorrow from the dead Alderman’s late resi- 


dence, No, 118 Austin avenue. 


The deceased Alderman’ could not be re- 
vived from the stupor into which he had 
fallen immediately after having been con- 
veyed to the hospital. Drs, Stehmans Fenger, 
and Holmes did all possible to save his life, 
but there was scarcely any. hope from the 
first. A large piece of the skull was removed 
in an attempt to extract the bullet, but with- 
out avail, and the wounded man died within 
nine hours after the shot was fired. With him 
when the end came were his wife and most in- 
timate friends, but he did not regain con- 
sciousness and died without being able to 
sveak. The remains lay at the hospital until 
2 o’clock in the afternoon, when, after having 
been viewed by Coroner McHale and the jury, 
they were taken to the family residence, 

Fewer was locked up ina cell at the West 
Chicago Avenue Police Station. He is mar- 
ried, 36 years old, and the Desplaines street 
police say his reputation is that of a proprie- 
tor of tough saloons. His saloon at No. 126 
West Washington street was closed yesterduy 
by Inspector Lewis and a communication was 
sent by the Inspector toChief Brennan recom- 
mending that his license be revoked. Fewer 
claims to know nothing of the shooting. He 
had been drinking heavily during the day and 
shielas himself behind that fact. 

** IT have not the least recollection of the oc- 
cu e.”’ he said. “I know 1 was in the 
saloon And that I had a revolver and I remem- 
ber e firing a shot at the ceiling, but there 
my recollection stops. I have neyer had any 
trouble with Ald. Mulvihill. I never quar- 
reled with him and had no intention of kill- 
ing him and have always been his friend.” 

n contradiction of this agsertaon Ald. 
Brennan said yesterday that he heard that 
Wewer had threatened Ald. Mulvihill on a 

revious occasion. It was also said by Ald. 

unzand Ellert that Fewer had tired shots 
from his revolver a few days ago in ex-Detec- 
tive Hanley’s saloon on Chicago ayenue. 


How the Shooting Was Done. 


Yesterday aftérnoon Coroner McHale suc- 
ceeded in collecting six men at the West Chi- 
cago Avenue Station to hold an inquest on the 
body of the late Alderman. James F. Debitt, 
a brother-irt-law of the dead Alderman, the 
first witness called, identified the dead man. 

A pretty young woman walked into the 
room and pushed her way to where Michael 
Fewer was sitting. She threw her arms 
around his neck and cried. bitterly. She was 
Mrs. Fewer and yesterday afternoon for the 
first time heard of her husband’s deed. Ed- 
ward Hussey, who owns the saloon at No. 140 
North Sangamon street, where Ald. Mulvihill 
was sot, said: ** Ald. Mulvihill came into.my 
saloon at 6:30 o’clock last night we 
played several games of cards together. At 
about 10 o’clock Michael Fewer and a man 
named Steve Powers came in. Fewer called 
for a drink and invited the Alderman to also 
partake. They appeared to be good friends 
and drank several times together. Fewer was 
somewhat intoxicated and was _ inclined 
to be boisterous. Both the Alderman 
and myself cautioned him not to be 
so loud, whereupon he became angry. He 
said he did not care for anybody, drewa 
pe plop ening yas eine or gee 5. ww it at 
picture on the wall fired one t. Ald. 
vihill then went to him and said: “* Mike, this 
will never do; revolvers are foolish things to 
play with, and I don’t like them.”’ Fewer did 
not make any response, but placed the re- 
volver in his pocket and called for several 
more drinks, 

‘**A short time after Ald. Mulvihill and 
Powers started to walk out of the saloon and 
asked Fewer to accompany them, but he re- 
fused. As they neared the door Powers said 
to Mulvihill: * Let usget that revolver away 
from Fewer or he may do something desper- 
ate.’ Ald. Mulvihill went up to Fewer, said 
something which I could not hear, and seized 
him by the coatcollar. At this | saw Fewer 
raise his left hand with a revolver clasped in it 
and a shot followed almost immediately. Mr. 
Mulvihill fell. I ran from back of the bar 
to where Jerry was lyingandI1saw that the 
bullet had entered -his head. I then rushed 
toward Fewer, who was standing near the 
door, when) he exclaimed: ‘Did I kill him? 
He then ran out of the saloon and disappeared. 
I sent Powers fora doctor, who, when he ar- 
rived, ordered the wounded mon removed to 
a hospital, saymg that the injuries would 
surely result fatally.” 

Steve Powers explained in a graphic map- 
ner how the shooting was done. He said that 
Fewer asked him in to Hussey’s saloon to 
have adrink. He said that their beverage 
was gin. 

‘* How much gin in your opinion can an 
ordinary man stand without becoming intoxi- 
cated?’’ asked Coroner McHale. 

‘*T can easily stand seventy-five glasses 
without feeling it,’’ was the answer. Powers’ 
story of the shooting was that after they had 
been drinking for some time he and Aid. Mul- 
vihill started to leave the place. As they 
neared the door he said Ald, Muivihili asked 
him to go back with him and disarm Fewer. 
When the Alderman seized hold of Fewer’s 
coat the latter drewa revolver and fired one 
shot, which entered Mulvihill’s head near the 
temple. 

“Officers Loftus and George testified to ar- 
resting Fewer while near his place of business 
on Washington street. They were unable to 
find the revolver, and Fewvr, they said, was 
unable to tell where he had placed it. 


The Jury Holds Fewer Responsible. 


Coroner McHale asked Fewer if he wanted 
to make astatement regarding the shooting, 
but on the advice of his attorney he refused 
and the case was “aap to the jury. Aftera 
short deliberation the jury returned a verdict 
recommending that Fewer be held to await 
the action of the grand jury for the death of 
Ald. Mulvihill. 

Ald. Mulvihill was serving his third term in 
the City Council as the Democratic represent- 
ative from the Seventeenth Ward. He was 
born in Ireland in 1859 and when 4 years old 
came to Chicago. He was a member of the 
firm of Muivihill & Rohrig, manufacturers of 

p, and owned two saloons, one on North 

ted street, near Indiana, and one on Aus- 
tin avenue and Green street. In 1887 he was 
elected to the Council by a majority of six 
votes over Revere and was reélected in 1890 
and in 1892. He was a member of the Com- 
mittees on Streets and Alleys West, Harbors 
and Bridges, and Local Assessment. 

At the City Hall yesterday the Aldermen 
all spoke kindly of Mulvihill. He was good- 
natured and obliging. He was a stubborn op- 
ponent and a rather bitter enemy, but he was 
also a steadfast ally andatrue friend. The 
Council will meet this afternoon at 3 o’clock 
to take action on his death and to make ar- 
rangements for the funeral. 

A special meeting of the Cook County 
Democracy has been called for this evening 
at 8 p, m. at the club rooms, for the purpose 
of making arrangements for the funeral of 
Ald. Mulvihill, who was a member of the 


organization.

CORBETT PA ccm GETAWAY 
‘PROM JACKSONVILLE 


The Town Is Deserted, as Those Drawn by 
the Contest Are Leaving by Every 
TraineCharge Against Fighters and the 
Abettors and Date Set for a Hearing= 
Mitchell’s Friends Did Not Take Ad- 
vantage of Their Opportunity to Claim 
a Foul Fitzsimmons’ Position. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 26.—[{Special,}]— 

Jacksonville of today is another city from the 

Jacksonville ot yesterday. It has sunk into 

the oblivion that surrounded it before the 

Corbett and Mitchell fight came to haunt it. 

Its inhabitants are. resting today. Corbett 

and Mitchell have gone, and peace and quiet 

rest over the leadmg city of Florida. The 
sports are getting out as fast as the limited 
railroad facilities will admit. Jacksonville is 
not likely to be used asa pugilistic battle- 


ground again, although the Creedon-Fitzsiim- 


mons mill is talked of for March 8, Not 
many of those who came to this fight would 
come again, and all were glad to get away. 

At 9:30,0’elock this morning Mitchell and 
Corbett appeared in court. The English- 
man’ 8 left eye was black and his mouth was 
puffed some, but he is about as good as new. 
Corbett looked pale and haggard from a 
night of unrest. Before court opened Corbett 
went over to Mitchell and, shaking hands 
with him, offered to spar at a benefit with 
him either in Chicago or New York whenever 
the Britisher wished. Mitchell may select 
Chicago as the place to meet the champion.

The arguiwents on both sides 
were brief, and at its conclusion the de- 
fendants were placed under bond to appear 
before the Criminal Court Feb. 28. Corbett 
and Mitchell were placed under $5,000 
bonds, and Bowden, Brady.

The others did not ap- 
pear and no attempt was made to arrest them. 
As soon as the bonds were signed Corbett 
hurried to the St. James’ Hotel, where his 
party was waiting for him.

‘The meeting Wednesday, Jan. 24, surpassed 
in interest all its predecessors. ‘To begin with, 
the record of the stupendous success of the in- 
stitution, as revealed in a general way by the 
report of President Harper; was almost sensa- 
tional in its character. Marvéllous as has 
been the progress of this association’ in 
public fuvodft, and tts accomplishments of-re-

_ stock, the co-operative, and the. Tontine sys- 


tems have had their advantages, and hundreds 
of millions, and even billions, of. dollars have 
come forward in their support.

NEW BUILDING, 


Our Mutual Reserve Building, situated 
corner Duane street and Broadway. wil) with- 
in another month be about completed. We 
had hoped to have held our thirteenth. am 
nual meeting in it, but found it impossible 
to comp liete the same in time. 

Great credit is due to our architect. Mr. 
William H. Hume for his skill displayed 
in the preparation of the plans, and for the 
economy in its erection-—it being one of the 
most substantial buildings ever erected in 
this or any other city, and yet, for the space 
occupied. considering the substantial char- 
acter, costing probably less than any similar 
building that has ever been erected in our 
city.

Crime for Which Painter Suffered. 


The crime for which Painter suffered death 
was the murder of Alice Martin in her room 
at No. 86 Green street about midnight May 
17, 1991. For nearly two weeks Painter’s 
trial occupied the attention of Judge Clifford 
and a jury. W. S. Elliott Jr., Assistant 
State’s Attorney, conducted the prosecu- 
tion, and Theodore G. Case and Thomas 
S. Hogan defended the accused man. 
It required nearly a week to get a jury and 
150 persons were examined before twelve ac- 
ceptable men were found. The taking of 
testimony began Monday, Feb. 1, 1892, and 
the case was given to the jury at 1 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon, and at 10 o’clock that 
night a verdict of murder in the first degree 
was agreed upon. A motion for a new trial 
was made by counsel for the defense on the 
ground of certain alleged improprieties and 
irregularities in the trial. Judge Clifford 
took this under advisement until April 
30, when he denied the motion and 
sentenced Painter to be hanged June 24. 

After Judge Clifford had pronounced sen- 
tence Painter was asked if he had anything 
tosay. He replied: ‘‘ I have nothing to say 
publicly. I never killed that woman. I have 
something to say to you privately, Judge. I 
am terribly afraid to say what!I want to in 
public.”’

The next day application was re- 
newed, supported by the prerentation of new 
evidence. On this showing a respite was 
granted until Jan. 12. Just before this date 
another lot of affidavits was presented to Gov, 
Altgeld and at the last moment he again 
postponed the execution to Jan. 26. Pre- 
ceding this date Puinter’s attorneys made 
every effort to induce the Governor to com- 
mute the sentence to life imprisonment with- 
out success. 

Painter’s Own Statement. 


Painter wrote a statement of his case and 
gave it to Clerk Price with the request that it 
be published after his death. It was a long doc- 
ument, reciting the story of his life and the 
details of the trial, which ended in his execu- 
tion. The statement is addressed ‘* To the 
Citizens,”’ and begins with the words ‘tI am 
inhocent.’’ Though written only a few hours 
before his death he calls on the Almighty to 
witness that he speaks the truth, 
The statement, he says, is made to 
justify many things said and printed about 
Alice Martin, whom he loved, and for his 
family’s sake, whose name had hitherto been 
spotiess.* Then followsa recital of his life. 
He was born in Brooklyn, N. Y., Feb. 24, 
1855. His father was a Methodist minister, 
now dead, while his mother still lives. He 
learned the machinist’s trade in South Nor- 
walk, Conn. Then he bought and conducted 
a drug store in Brooklyn and remained in 
business until he was 21, when he sold it and 
worked at his trade. With the exception of a 
few years, a which he managed two 
laundries on alsted _ street, h 
never ieft his trade. He 
before he sold the drug 
When he came West he brought his wife with 
him. Owing to her ill-health he was obliged 
to sell his laundry business and remove to 
Aurora, where he obtained a position as a 
machinist in the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad shops. However, his wife 
died of consumption § a > pr pate after 
eleven years of happy married life. 

Painter next came to Chicago and started 
to work at his trade. Then he met Alice 
Mclean. He then recites a part of the girl’s 
story, and states he lived with her a year anda 
half, when she became untrue. He reproached 
her for it and she promised to reform, 
This, he says, led him to drink. The testi- 
mony of the Farrows that he had threatened 
to kill Alice and had thrown her down-stairs 
he declares was false. Then comea number 
of instances of Alice’s deception and his re- 
morse, which he tried to drown in drink. 

He then recites his movements the night of 
the murder. He attempts to: prove an alibi 
by stating he was in Schiller’s saloon. He ac- 
cuses Mrs. Truesdell of perjury and says Lieut. 
Larson’s desire to become a Captain helped 
to secure his conviction. He says Assist- 
ant State’s-Attorney Elliott’s object was am- 
bition. He lays stress on the fact that no 
blood was found on his ciothes when arrested 
and Prof. Ewell’s testimony that the mur- 
derer could not have escaped 
without being covered with blood. 
His conviction, he says, was a misfortune 
brought about by circumstantial evidence. 
He upbraids Gov. Altgeld for refusing to be- 
lieve testimony in his behalf and says he had 
exhausted his pardoning power and refused to 
grant the pardon to prevent injury to his am- 
bition.

Stockholders Will Get Sixty Cents on the 
Dollar for All Invested=Preferred 
Claims of Three Thousand Dollars to 
Be Paid in FulleMoney Recovered on 
the Morse Forged Notes=Minister Hepp 
Gives Bonds on a Murder Charge~Tom 
Carter Strikes a Rich Gold Mine. 

Musyeaprouis, Minn., Jan. 26.—[Special.]— 

The schedule of liabilities of the Children’s 

Endowment Society was filed this morning 

in the District Court and gives the total 

amount of indebtedness of that company as 
$253,844. The greater part of this sum 
consists of liabilities incurred in writing pol- 
cies, but in the amount named the following 
items are included: Personal tax, $1,025; 
salary and commissions, $489.50; matured 
policies, $1,460; minor items, which make a 


total of $3,021. This is to be deducted from . 


the total liabilities, and, because of the nature 
of the corporation, is practically a preferred 
claim, which will be paid dollar for dollar. 
This leaves the lia 

are to be paid on a pro rata basis, at $250,- 
822. The total amount of resources with 
which to meet this indebtedness is 
slightly over $150,000, if the assets come 
up to the value given in the schedule. On 
this basis every stockholder will receive about 
60 cents onthe dollar on the amount paid 
into the corporation. The table of liabilities 
as made upis onthe amount paidin. If it 
were made up on the face of the policies held 
it would amount to about $3,500,000 and 
the resources would be but a drop in the 
oucket. The returns to the stockholders, 
compared With the face value of their policies, 
would be about 5 per cent. However, it is 
held by the assignee that the society isin the 
nature of a coéperative or mutual insurance 
company, and that cach policyholder is a 
stockholder, the face values of the stock is- 
sued being the total capital stock, and the 
amount paid on the share being the paid- 
in capital, On this basis he believes that no 
more equitable method than the one followe1 
could have been devised. Actuary Fonse has 


recommended the following plan: 

First—Appoint an established trust company 
to act as trustee for the shareholders, they to send 
their certificates to such company with the 
prover power of attorney to enable it to file the 
claims in cuurt.

Third—W hen this has been accomplished new 
articles of association should be obtained under 
a new name, and safe and equitable plans adopt- 
ed, new certificates or shares laemnd and when 
the trust company turns over to the new com- 
pany the securities such sharesshould be given 
credit for the full amount of claims of the re- 
spective shareholders against the Children’s En- 
dowment Society. 

Fourth—Under the plan tobe adopted by the 
new company the par value of shares should be 
$100, and should mature in from ten to twenty 
years, as the subscribers may elect. To mature a 
share in ten years the rate to a child 8 years old 
would be $2.10 each quarter. Of this amount 
$1.95 would belong to the endowment fund ex- 
clusiyely and 15 cents for the generai fund. After 
the share had been in force two years it should 
become non-forfeitable for the amount of the 
that inthe event of a member be- 
coming unable to keep up his payments he would 
lose the interest only and get back the principal.

WILL NOT OBEY LOCHREN’S ORDERS. 


Michigan Supreme Court Justice Fights— 
Banking Law Constitutional. 

LansinG, Mich., Jan, 26.—[Special. }—Com- 
missioner of Pensions Lochren Jan. 4 issued 
an order directing Supreme Court Justice 
Long to appear before a medical board with- 
in three days for examination or submit to 
having his pension reduced to $50 per month. 
Judge Long will in view of the recent decis- 
ion in his case appeal to the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia for an injunction 
to restrain the Commissioner from carrying 
the order into effect. 

In an opinion in the case of Edward J. Bis- 
sell, receiver of the dead Milford State Bank, 
vs. Francis Heath, a stockholder of that in- 
stitution, the Supreme Court today affirmed 
the constitutionality of the general banking 
law. The liability of stockholders of State 
banks to the ammount of the par value of their 
stock in addition to stock was affirmed and 
Heath’s claim that he was not liable because 
if he ever assurned the relation of stockholder 
he was induced todo'so through fraudulent 
misrepresentations as to the condition of the 
bank was disposed of by the court by saying 
that he couid not now repudiate his liability 
after having permitted the depositors to rely 
upon his apparent ownership of stock and 
after having received and retained dividends 
for several years. The opinion is of wide- 
spread importance, many other cases depend- 
ing upon it.

REPUDIATING PECULIAR BONDS, 


“Paper Bridges” Will Not Be Paid Far by 
Iowa Citizens. 

Sroux Crry, Ia., Jan. 26,—[Special.]— 
Judge Ladd today granted the citizens of 
O’Brien County, Ia., a temporary injunction 
restraining the Treasurer, Auditor, and Su- 
pervisors of that county from paying any of 
the principal or interest of a $145,000 re- 
funding bond issue, made in 1893.

What was the actual number of favorites, 
M. Waliszewski asks, from the day of Cather- 
ine’s accession to the day of her death? It is 
easy, he answers, to say with absulute pre- 
cision, Only ten officially occupied the post, 
with all the privileges and responsibilities: 
Gregory Orloff, from 1762 to 1772; Vassilt- 
chikof, from 1772 to 1774; Patiomkine, 
from 1774 to 1776; Zavadofski, from 1776 
to 1777; Zovitch, from 1777 to 1778; Kors- 
sakof, from 1778 to 1780; Lanskoi, from 
1780 to 1784; lIermolof, from 1784 to 
1785; Mamonof, from 1785 to 1789; 
Zoubof, from 1789 to 1706, 
Among these men some showed them- 
selves singularly ungrateful for tho fa- 
vors which Catherine heaped indiscriminately 
upon them all, She herself behaved well to 


every one; and not one even of those who. 


were unfaithful to her had to suffer the weight 
of her vengeance. She was often abandoned 
like the most vulgar of woinen; all her power, 
all her fascination, and the immensity of the 
price set on her favor could not shield her 
from those griefs which have tortured Em- 
presses and ee alike since the beginning 
of the worid. 

There was certainly in this strange woman 
a colossal disregard of her situation in regard 
to the eternal laws of womanhooa. It must 
be observed that there was in her in no sense 
an affectation of cynicism, nor even an ob- 
literation of the moral sense, nor even. depra- 
vation of mind. Favoritism with all its con- 
sequences once accepted, Catherine was 
severe in regard to moral questions and par- 
ticular in regard to outward decency. In 
1788 Admiral Paul Jones, whom she had 
summoned to her service from England, was 
accused of having taken liberties with a girl 
of the court. He was immediately dismissed, 
notwithstanding the dearth of men capable of 
taking the command. 

One day on the way to Kief she requested 
the Comte de Ségur, who was with her, to re- 
peat some verse. He recited a piece a little 
** free and gay,’ but one that would not have 
lite Parisian society of the 
day. Catherine at once frowned and abrupt- 
ly changed the conversation. Referring to 
the depurture of Mamonoff, whose sole pun- 
ishment was to be sent to Moscow with his 
wife, the Comte de Ségur wrote: ** One can 
shut one’s eyes indulgently om the errors of 
a woman who is a great man, since she 
shows, even in her weaknesses, such 
mastery over herself, such mercy, and 
such magnanimity. Rarely, indeed, does 
one find united absolute power, jealousy, 
and moderation, and such a character could 
only be condemned by a man withott a 
heart.’’ Sainte Beuve, on the other hand, 
opined that Catherine’s way of treat her 
lovers when’she got tired of them, so differ- 
ent from that taken by Christina of Sweden, 
really told against her. That she should load 
them with gifts instead of having them assas- 
sinated *‘is,’’ he thinks, “ too much, betrays 
too openly the scorn that she has of men and 
of human nature.”’ Itis pointed out by our 
biographer that, in this severe judgment, 
there was an error of fact; Catherine was not 
tired of either Korsakoff or Mamonoff when 
she learned how they had deceived her. She 
clung to them atill, especially to the latter, 
and it was not alone her pride that suffered 
from the disgrace that they inflicted on her.

The Standard Dictionary. 

The first volume has been received of the 
Standard Dictionary (Funk & Wagualls), and 
it is no exaggeration to say that it meets all 
expectations. It: is now nearly four 
since the work was begun. No less than 247 
specialists and other editors having taken part 
in the labor. A few of its features may be 
summarized: The etymology is placed after 
the definition; in the definition of| words the 
common meaning is first given; the scientific 
alphabet, adopted by the American Spell 
Reform Association, is used in _ giv- 
ing the pronunciation of words; all 


quotations are precisely located; in words 


variously pronounced the first pronunciation 
is that ign be by the editors of the Stand- 
ard; the pictorial illustrations amount to 
5,000; and obsolete foreign and slang words 
are given places oniy if likely to be sought in 
a general English dictionary. It is not sur- 
prising that the vocabulary is fuller and richer 
than any dictionary of the past, having an in- 
crease of 560,000 words. 

Tne Standard when completed, it is expect- 
ed, will recérd abofit 300,000 words and 
phrases. There is a wonderful improvement 
since Dr. Johnson’s time in the conditiens of 
labor under which lexicographical work is 
performed. Among the members of the staff 
of the Standard are doctors of divinity 
and medicine and professors of all kinds. 
Their assistants are to be found as far away 
as Australia, India, Natal, and the Cape. 
The most important and, at the same time, 
most difficult task in makinga dictionary is 
the preparation of the definitions. Thirty- 
five definers have been steadily engaged on 
the ** Standard,’’ of whom a number are “ in- 
side specials,’’ selected to treat particular 
classes of words belonging to the various 
sciences, obsolete words, and other sub- 
jects. One specialist has had in charge 
the compounding of words, a_ subject 
about which not a few know but little. Toa 
competent man has been intrusted a special 
4 byte igs for synonyms and antonyms. A 
definer is handed at one time four packages 
each containing twenty-five cards, on each of 
which is a single vocabulary word. With 
dictionaries—usually seven in number—before 
him, with cyclopedias and other reference 
books within easy reach, he is expected to 
create a definition comprehensive, correct, 
yet concise. 

When a definer’s work is done, so far as the 
bare definition is concerned, it is subjected to 
& critical examination by a ‘reviewer,’ an 
expert lexicographer, whose duty it is to see 
that no important or significant ideas are 
omicted, and who has full power to strengthen 
a definition, in style, construction, or other- 
wise, bearing in mind the maxim laid down 
by an eminent authority that a word should 
always ‘* be so defined as to exhibit the mean- 
ing, or the different meanings, in which it is 
used by good writers.’’ Before, however, the 
definition is handed to the “reviewer,” 
there are pinn 2d to it the quotations intended 
to illustrate the various meanings of the word. 
These quotations, selected by a large staff of 
readers, have been verified and edited by the 
quotation department and the place from 
which each quotation is taken exactly indicat- 
ed. To make a satisfactory selection ol, say, 
fromn 100 to 150 quotations for each sense 
of a word is not an easy task for the reviewer 
and requires a thorough knowledge of English 
literature.

Fr. M. Clarke Points Out That the Proposed 
Extension Is a Feasible One. 

F. M. Clarke, a real estate man who knows 
thoroughly every foot of the property in ques- 
tion, said yesterday in regard to the extension 
of the Alley “L”’: **The extension of this 
elevated road is a matter of public interest to 
each of the patrons of that road in getting a 
more convenient terminal. The only direct 
route is through the alley between State street 
and Wabash avenue to Randolph street, where 
a permanent depot can be established. It 
may look like a gigantic undertaking for the 
railroad to go through the Palmer House, but 
the fact is that where the original 
alley was vacated there are only shallow 
improvements, consisting of glass partitions 
and skylights, with a small one-story addition, 
except that portion on Monroe street about 
forty feet deep and the width of the original 
alley. This should be condemned and opened 
for the benefit of the public, just the same as 
any other individual’s property. The width 
of the original alley, if just that space were 
condemned, would not interfere with the bar- 
room nor the barber shop of the Palmer 
House, which some people have cited as ob- 
jections, and would not be so costly as at first 
might appear, and probably not as costly in 
the total as any other less direct route. A 
compromise might be effected with Mr. 
Palmer to open a way for the road through 
the hotel under the fourth floor. A building 
on Madison street, not an expensive one, also 
should be condemned. This would at once 
give an opening for the most desirable and 
ge route to a down-town terminal sta- 
100.’ 


IT RESTRICTS THE COURSE OF PRICES. 


Practical Exemplification of the Influence 
of Privilege Trading. 

Since the directors of the Board of Trade 
hinted in no uncertain manner that transac- 
tions in puts and calls on the floor of the ex- 
change must cease the privilege brokers have 
taken less active part in an open manner, al- 
though the volume of business of this charac- 
ter. if it can be properly termed business, 
continues large. The belief is almost univer- 
sal that privilege trading restricts the course 
of prices and holds fluctuations in narrow 
channels, This was well exemplified yester- 
day.

CABLES KEEP FIRM. 


FAIR DEMAND FOR ALL DIVIDEND- 
PAYING STOOKS,

The Elevated Securities Continue Heavy= 
No Disposition to Take Hold of the 
Non-Dividend Payers—Another Straw- 
board CircalareThe Controversy Weak- 
ens the Market for the Stock Higher 
New York Exchange—Foreign Opinion 
of Chicago. 

The stock market was strong for the street 
railways and heavy for the elevated railroad 
securities. Discrimination between dividend 
payers and mere speculative prospects is 
sharply marked in the market. Investors are 
gradually picking up the dividend payers and 
particularly the street raiiway stocks, while 
on the other hand there is a gradual throwing 
over of non-dividend paying stocks. The ele- 
vated railways, the breweries, and other of 
the industrials suffer under this process, 
while some of the surest of the dividend pay- 
ers heli decidedly firm. This quiet absorp- 
tion of the best stocks has been going on for 
a good while with little outward show, but it 
cannot continue a great while longer without 
its importance being more _ distinctly 
understood. For some time it has 
been noted that there is remarkably 
little floating stock and that a smaller amount 
of stock is held in the hands of brokers than 
there has been in a great while before. That 
latter fact is one of the strong bear influences, 
because brokers are not apt to help on a bull 
campaign unless it is directly to their interests 
to have quotations advance. That cannot domi- 
nate a market long, however, and the brokers 
and bear traders are likely to wake up some 
morning to the knowledge that the market has 
never before been so.clean of floating stock. 
Sueh awakening may come soon or be long de- 
ferred, but when it comes it will be found that in 
the scramble for stock which will follow prices 
can move up very easily. 

West Side stock opened strong, the first ac- 
count sale being at 139%, but while it presented 
an apparently firm front all day the close was 
below the opening, being at 138%. In spite of 
that, however, it must still be quoted as firm. 
North Sido was well hela, advancing to 243 on 
dull trading. 

The elevated stocks were weak. Lake Street 
declined to 22% for the account. At times the 
first account sold higher than the second ac- 
count. Rupid Transit was also heavy, selling 
down to 28%, and closing at the bottom. The 
feeling on the floor is not strong on the elevated 
stocks. 

Diamond Match was more active than it has 
ruled lately, but that was owing to turning from 
one account to the other. New York Biscuit was 
heavy. The group of Moore stocks is not being 
strengthened by the Strawboard controversy.

American Strawboard company’ and the opposi- 
tion faction grows both tiresome and undignified. 
The impression now prevailing is that the man- 
agement does not feel anything like secure in its 
position or it would not descend to such methods 
as it has in its recent circular writing. The posi- 
tion of the stock in the market and in the minds 
of investors is being steadily weakened by the 
admissions of former mismanagement which are 
found even in these circulars of defense. Presi- 
dent Barber has contributed the latest number to 
the controversy under date of Feb. 25. Among 


other things he says: 

Mr. Newcomb chose asa mode of warfare in his 
circular innuendo. He makes much ado about cer- 
tain letters he holds written by myself, and has told 
of them, and I presume showed them to parties, be- 
fore Lissued my circular as President. Regarding 
these letters I have to say thaé I have written no 
letter to Mr. Newcomb, or anybody eise, that he or 
they are not at perfect liberty to show to the stock- 
hoiders of the American Strawboard company. I 
have no secret understandings and nothing to con- 
ceal. The particular letter to which he refers was 
written two years and four months ago (rather an- 
cient history for present uses). In it I criticised the 
management as a whole and shared the blame with 
other directors for certain matters which were open 
to criticism, and for which I am now thoroughly con- 
vinced that Mr. Newcomb was as much, if not more, 
to blame for than all the other directors of the board. 
In the two years and four months we have made 

reat progress, educationally, in the conduct of the 
Susinase and I am now satisfied that it is being prop- 
erly manajred, so farasI know. he knows any- 
thing to the contrary it is his duty to open the matter 
up, and let us have no secrecy. deny thatI was at 
the head of a movement to displace Mr. Moore. 

An interesting expression of ‘opinion on Chica- 
o’s financial position comes from Mr. Stutz, 
ately the manager of the Chicago branch of the 

Credit Lyonnais of Paris. Mr. Stutz spent last 
rear here and on his return was interviewed in 
New York, He says: “ Business in Chicago is in 
a healthy condition in every respect. There is a 
solidity there at present that gives proiise of 
a speedy recovery from depression. Chicago is 
becoming an _ important distributing center for 
imported goods of all kinds, and few in the East 
have any idea how important this branch of 
business is becoming. Chicago imports direct 
from Eurepe and distributes all through 
the West. Northwest, and Southwest an enor- 
mous quantity of goods and this quantity is in- 
creasing every year. The Chicago Stock Ex- 
change does not amount to much at present, but 
it is growing rapidly and will shortly move into 
a large new building. I think it has a great fut- 
ure before it. Real estate is the only weak spot 
at presens, and even this has surprised every body 
by its firniness. Some large sales have been made 
lately at fair prices. The World's Fair has not 
done nearly so much harm in this respect as was 
thought. Chicago is now in as good financial 
and commercial shape as any part of the coun- 
try. The labor difficulty is being met and is not 
nearly so threatening as it was a few weeks ago. 
I am a coavert to firm belief of Chicago's great- 
Breeze & Cummings say: “It must not be for- 
gotten that the elevated companies are now guing 
through a period incident to the prevailing 
times. The same conditions affect all other car- 
riers. It can be a question of a short time only 
when such properties will show handsome in- 
creases; whether sufficient to enable some of 
them to pay fixed charges is an open question. 
Brewing stocks are decidedly weak on falling off 
in volume of business. It would seem as though 
present quotations had fully discounted the 
worst, and that a change will certainly come for 
the better with a general revival of trade. The 
common stocks are selling at about two-fifths of 
their par value, and yet last year’s earnings were 
about 16 per cent on the common, or about 40 
per cent on the present market value.”

that irritation, to retain the control of their 
States, and to insure their own reélection 
they have pressed this income tax. project 
from the beginning of the session, so that they 
might be able to say to the Populists: ‘“‘ We 
were unable to give you free silver, but we 
have taken one of the other planks of your 
platform. We have incorporated in our legis- 
lation your pet project of an income tax, and 
are going to provide for raising at least thirty 
millions of revenue, none of which will be 
paid by you.” 

The course of these Populist Democrats 
has been a consistent one. They contributed 
to the best of their ability to the formation of 


a tariff bill which should produce seventy ; 


millions less revenue than was needed, They 


could. They violated their own platform by 
refusing to make a tariff bill for revenue. 
Having created a deficit they defeated all 
methods of meeting that deficit, except the 
ineéome tax. They refused to put a revenue 
duty on sugar, tea, or coffee. They refused 
to double the beer tax, though it would 
have given thirty millions of tmoney at 
once, cheaply and surely. They would not 
accept a corporation and inheritance tax. 
They insisted on an inedine tax to please the 
Populists and hit the North. Their motives 


‘were selfish and malignant, They demanda 


tax which fhey denownced once and which 
their patty never has indorsed, a tax abhor- 
rent to Jeffersonian principles, and which 
they thetnselves would have fought. under 
other. clreumstances on the ground that 1t al- 
lowed the agents of the Federal Government 
to enter every nian’s place of business; ex- 
amine his books, catechiso him about his af- 
fairs, and ifhis anewers did not suit them 
prosecute him before suime Federal tribunal. 

This action on the part of the Southern 
Democrats is a repetition of their perform- 
ances before the war. Then as now they were 
rogardiess of the interests of their party at 
the North. Then as now they became angry 
when Northern Democrats, who did not want 
to sacrifice themselves, objected even timidly 
to obeying the ruinous orders of their South- 
ern bosses. It remains to be seen whether, 
now that financial tather than moral issues 
are involved, those Northorn Democrats will 
he as subservient as they used to be, aud 
whether they will vote for Populist legislation, 
which will plunder their ¢onstituents and 
drive themselves from public life, because 
they have been ordered to do so by their old 
inasters. Some of them are talking defiantly. 
A few days will show whether they are as 
courageous as they say they are. 

They have nut the votes, porhaps, to pre- 
vent the grafting of the income tax on the 
Wiison bill. But they have the votes to de- 
feat that bill if sucha tax is madea part of 
it. In that manner they can teach the South- 
ern Democrats a lesson which thoy will not 
be likely to forget, and show them that the 
North means to have something to say. re- 
garding legislation which affects it aimost ex- 
clusively, and which it iooks on as malicious 
and injurious. If the Northern Democrats 
choose they can save their party from being 
made a tail to the Populist kite. And if they 
do defeat the Wilson bill because it has 
an income tax in it they can rest assured that 
they will gratify doubly their constituents, 
who want both measures beaten, as they 
showed by their votes last November, 


TWO DISHONEST DEMOCRATS. 

Congressman Oates of Alabama isa free- 
trader but not a consistent one, for he is un- 
willing to sacrifice his own constituents. He 
will vote for every reduction of duty which hits 
a Northern industry, but he is opposed to put- 
ting bituminous coal on the free list, for it 
will burt his constituents. Therefore, ho 
spoke and voted against the total removal of 
the duty. But he was not honest about it. 
He did not have the courage to say that he 
wanted this one remnant of protection spared 
because it was a good thing for North Ala. 
bama. Hesaid: ‘Iam in favor of such a 
rate of tariff as will produce necessary reve- 
nue and yet save existing industries from de- 
struction.”’ But he is going to vote fora bill 
which falls short by $70,000,000 of produc- 
ing necessary revenue which dooms many ex- 
istumg industries to destruction and blights 
others” Feeling that he could not use with 
consistency the protection argument that de- 
creased protection means decreased wages, he 
said: “Ido not believe that puttang coal on 
the free list will cut down wages.”” Why, then, 
did he object to free-iisting coal? Why, be- 
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he votes that duties on sled ave not “ uncon- 
stitutional and a robbery,” although the 
Democratic platform does not exempt them 
from its sweeping denunciations of protective 
duties. 

Mr. Denson, also an Alabamian, and conse- 
quently . a Democrat, wanted a: duty of at 
least 40 cents a ton left on iron ore, which is 
being mined on a large sale in Northern 
Alabama. Mr.’ Denson stated that he was 
neither a free trader nor a protectionist but an 
Andrew Jackson incidental protection tariff 
Democrat, and that he wanted incidental 
protection enough to ‘insure the éqpality of 
American labor and to protect American in- 
terests.’’ But the only American interest he 
is solicitous to protect is iron ore, the only 
American labor he is concerned for is 
that which works in the Alabama ore 
beds. He has not lifted his voice 
to denounce the free listing and the 
sealing down of duties when prej- 
udicial to Northern labor and Northern in- 
terests. He isa Calhoun free trader as far as 
they are concerned, but when it comes to Al- 
abama iron ore he is an Andrew Jackson pro- 
tectionist. Heisa free trader with just one 
weak point, a love for iron ore, as Mr. Oates’ 
weak point isan uncontrollable affection for 
a duty on coal. 

Why cannot such men be honest? How 
much better it would be for them to tell the 
truth and own up that they are in favor of 
hitting all industries except those in. which 
they are specially interested? Not all their 
twisting and squirming can change the fact 
that the platform of their party denounces 
duties on coal and iron ore as unconstitu- 
tional and a robbery, nor the further fact that 
the avowed policy of their party is to make 
all raw materials—and coal and iron ore are 
admittedly such—free of duty. 


HITTING THE BARLEY GROWERS. 

The duty on barley is now 30 cents a bushel. 
The Wilson bill reduces it to 20 per. cent ad 
valorem. Barley is selling now at from 40 to 
50 cents. Therefore the duty would range 
from 8 to 10 cents a bushel. But the duty is 
to be an ad valorent one. That will reduce 
wonderfully the value of the imported Ca- 
nadian barley, as entered at the custom-house, 
and as a consequence the duty will drop to6 
or 7 cents a bushel. 

Will that be for the interest of the bariey 
growers of the States of New York, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, North and South 
Dakota, Nebraska, Colorado, Oregon, and 
Washington? Incontrovertible facts show 
that it will not be. Prior to the passage of 
the McKinley law the duty was 10 cents a 
bushel. Being a specific duty every cent of it 
was collected. Yet great quantities of barley 
were shipped across the border. During the 
fiseal year ending June 30, 1890, eleven and 
one third million bushels, worth over $5,600,- 
000, were sent to the United States from Can 
ada. During the last fiscal year the imports 
were a little less than two million bushels. 

The effect of the increased duty has been to 
stimulate the productiqn of barley in this 
country. During the six years, 1884-’89, the 
receipts of that grain at Milwaukee and Chi- 
cago, the two great receiving points, were 
about 17,800,000 bushels a year. When the 
duty was raised thé annual receipts at those 
points rose to 25,200,000 bushels, or a gain 
of 8,400,000 bushels. There was also an ad- 
vance in receipts at the places to which the 
barley is sent grown in the sections not trib- 
utary to this city and Milwaukee. 

It is evident that the higher duty stimulated 
the cultivation of barley. especially in the 
States of Wisconsin, Minnesota, lowa, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, and Nebraska. The 
industries of the farmer have been diversified. 
Instead of devoting himeelf to wheat exclu- 
sively he has begun using part of his land for 
barley. 
for the farmet, who is no longer dependent 
on one grain. The barley which the Western 
fariners are furnishing is of excellent quality. 
It is as good as the Canadian product, and if 
the protection is not withdrawn it will sup. 
plant the Canadian grain utterly. 

But if the duty is reduced, as is proposed by 
the Wilson bill, ruinous competition will 
ensue. Canada isin a position to send this 
country with ease from fifteen to twenty-five 
million bushels of barley annually and more 
if necessary. The dumping of such a quanti- 
ty on the American market would be a moat 
serious matter for the American grower. If 
the Wilson bill goes into force this summer 
at least fifteen millions of Canadian barley 
will be sent here during the next fiscal year 
and an equal quantity of American-grown 
barley will be crowded out. 

The amount of barley needed in this coun- 
try for the manufacture of beor is at present 
about | twonty-five million bushels. The 
American farmers, stimulated by the higher 
duty, are producing that barley of excellent 
quality. Now, a business which they have 
been urged to compete for is to bo taken from 
them and turned over to foreign competitors. 
That is not patriotic. It is not honest. It is 
a deliberate preference of the interests of the 
Canadian to those of the American farmer. 
The honor and welfare of the country are in 
bad hands at this time.

THE SNAPPER AND ‘ANTI-SNAPPER FAO- 
TIONS, 

The war between the snapper and anti- 
snapper factions of New York which has been 
inaugurated at Washington, with Senators 
Hill and Murphy leading the one and Grover 
Cleveland the other, is a disgrace to American 
politics. Meanwhile a seat remains vacant on 
the bench of the Supreme Court pending sueh 
time as these small bore politicians may 
select to settle their differences and relieve 
the interests of the court and the people which 
are now suffering. 

As the outcome of his personal controversy 
with Senators Hill and Murphy the President 
nominated Mr. Hornblower for the vacant 
position, 
his nomination would be rejected.| It was 
made, without consultation with the New 
York Senators and in violation of the 
Senatorial prerogative, If this were not suf- 
ficient to debar Senators from voting to con- 
firm there was the additional objection to 
Hornblower that he had been a corporation 


.lawyer and as such unquestionably some 


Senators yoted against confirmation because 
they were afraid to trust a maa of guch an- 
tecedenteupon the bench. In this emergency if 
Grover Cleveland had been a bigger and broad- 
er man than he is he would have selected some 
man of eminent legal ability unidentified 
with the snapper or anti-snapper faction, and 
his nomination would have been confirmed 
without question. 

President Cleveland did not do this. He is 
vindictive and resentful toward the New 
York Senators. On general grounds he might 
be excused for this, for both Hill and Murphy 
represent all that is corrupt and demoralizing 
in politics, but he cannot be ecud for mak- 
ing the appointment to the Supreme bench a 
political football to be kicked back afd: for- 
ward in the Senate. He nominated Mr. Peck- 
ham, the head and front of the antisnapper 
faction, not upon the grounds of his fitness for 
the office, but because he is still more offen- 
sire to Hill and Murphy ‘than Hornblower 
was. It was a slap back at the New York Sen-

It was a foregone conclusion that. 
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to win by the assertion of his oltied 1 influ- 
ence. This is the lest kind of politics, 
and pute asses a lower level oven

dictiveness, 

It is not at all probable that the Senate will 
confirm Peckham, for the objections to him 
are stronger than those made against Horn- 
blower. Meanwhile the country must wait, 


and the Supreme Court, whose business is 


suffering by delay, must wait until Grover 
Cleveland can so far abandon his resentments 
and personal hatred of Hill and Murphy as 
to nominate a man who is fitted for the posi- 
tion and who has not been identified with New 
York faction fights, There are plenty of such 
men to make the selection from. Is the 
President broad and courageous enough to 
rise above his petty spites and name a candi- 
date against whom there can be no objection?

Gov. Altgeld did his duty in refusing to 
commute the sentence of the man Painter, 
who was executed yesterday after two re- 
prieves. If he had upheld. the law in other 
cases as he has done in this there would have 
been more criminals in Joliet and fewer mak- 
ing war on the community outside. The 
Governor, although opposed to capital pun- 
ishment, declined to commute this death 
sentence because he had no faith in the truth.

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‘fulness of the innumerable affidavits with 


which he was inundated, The evidence given 
at the trial satisfied him that Painter killed 
the woman. He did not think the “ newly 
discovered evidence”’’ was worth arush, Nor 
was it, 

The murder was committed two and a half 
years ago. The counsel for the prisoner 
tried to get; all the witnesses for him they 
could at the time of the trial, The proceed- 
ings were published in the papers and all 
knew that the trial was going on. There was 
a verdict of guilty. There was an appeal to 
the Supreme Court, which, after a year’s de- 
lay, sustained the verdict. When the day for 
the execution drew near, and oot till then, all 
these affidavit-makers who had been tongue. 
tied for over two years began to come out 
and talk. They have made their appearance 
in batches. There are so mfhny of them 
now that it seems as if a_i large 
percentage of the residents of the West Side 
were in the vicinity of tne house where the 
crime was committed on the night the wom- 
an was murdered. Some of the affidavits 
have fraud written on their face in big let- 
ters. Others are the productions of the imag- 
inations of good-natured people who dislike 
the idea of a man’s being hanged even for the 
peculiarly disreputable crime of killing a 
woman whom he plundered of her. shameful 
wages. An attempt was also made to prove 
that Painter was not a low-ljown creature, 
but an honest, hard-working fellow. The 
place to show that was when the trial was go- 
ing on, when the witnesses to his good char- 
acter could be seen by the jurors and exam- 
ined by the prosecution, and not two years 
after the trial. 

The attempt to fasten this crime on the 
mah Dick Edwards was a hopeless failure. 
He has many sins to answer for but this ia 
not among them. The affidavits submitted 
for the purpose of showing that he was the 
murderer are of valuo only as illustrating the 
recklessness of affidavVit-makers and the ease 
with which people can fabricate or imagine 
facts outside of a court-room and a rigid 
cross-examination. Tender-hearted people 
who are ready to believe anything rather than 
that a man can commit a brutal murder may 
put faith in these affidavits, Others cannot. 

The Governor says: 

If we are to let the death sentence stand in any 
case, then | should in this, Any man who will 
live off the shame of a woman, and beat her from 


time to time as ho would a dog, and finally kill 
her, must expect to suffer the penalty of the law. 


This isa correct statement of the matter, 
and after the careful examination which has 
been given to this case by a Governor who 
has never shown harshness in dealing with 
criminals no one need be distressed by the 
fear that an innocent man was executed yes.

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THREE SOCIALIST PANACEAS. 

The Council Committee on the Judiciary 
tells the exact truth when it says that the 
petitions presented to the Council by the un- 
employed and the speech accompanying them 
were meant more to preach socialism asa 
theory of government than to get labor for 
those who have none. The report says: 

The theory of the petitioners seems to be that 
it is the duty of the City Government to furnish 
constant employment at remunerativa rates to 
all persons who cannot find, or who do not wish 
to obtain, employment elsewhere. 


Itis shown that an attempt to accommo- 
date the petitioners would be disastrous, 
They asserted that there are 100,000 men out 
of work who want work. They wished em- 
ployment for them at what they called “ liv- 
ing wages ’’—at least $2 aday. This would 
call for an expenditure of over a million dol. 
lars a week, or more than sixty million dol- 
larsa year. The committee thought such a 
proposition as this preposterous. The social- 
istic members of the community do not think 
so. They would be delighted to sco sixty 
millions taxed out of the pockets of the in- 
dustrious and the economic and divided 
among themselves and their friends. They 
would be pleased to see this kept up until all 
the accumul#ted wealth of the community 
had been spent on thom. 

This was one *‘demand.’? Another was that 
‘the city should stamp scrip as possessing a 
certain money value and issue it in payment 
for labor.’” The fiatists have gotten in among 
the workingmen and have persuaded them 
that all that is necessary to make money is 
for a government, national or munidipal, to 
write or print on a piece of paper “this is a 
dollar,” and that straightway that piece of 
paper is converted into a dollar. 

Another request was that the city ‘ should 
issue a proclamation demanding that the 
wealthy should-open their money bags and 
give to the city enough to hire all unemployed 
labor.” If those who made that demand had 
the courage of their convictions they would 
proceed to open those moyey bags them- 
selves and help themselves to their contents. 
Instead of calling on the Council |to issue a 
proclamation they would if they dared get up 
a commune. They would be the ones to 
issue the proclamation and administer what- 
ever funds were collected. 

As the petitions had not been referred to the 
committee with instructions to report on the 
desirability of upsetting the present economic 
system its members did not go into that ques- 
tion. Since they understood that what was 
wanted of them was to devise some practica- 
ble method of bettering the condition of the 
unemployed they devoted themselves to that. 
They state regrgtfully that, Tommy Morgan 
and the others who appeared before them to 
represent the petitioners did not give them 
any assistance in their search for that method. 
They talked socialism, but did not point out 
the road to work. Thoy asked for scrip for 
the nationalization of industries and the levy- 
ing of forced contributions, 
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other communication, slonis: te that they have 
been misrepresented grossly, and that they 
are not the fools and cranks their spokesmen 
would make them out to be, It would be a 
wise and proper thing for them to disoyn the 
men whose sentiments— 

Are not in the interest of the nnemployed, and 
seem to have been intended only for the purpose 


of exciting idle men into mad rebellion against 
the theory of our government.

LEAF EMPLOYES’ PETITION. 


P Says the Unfortunate Financial Condi- 
tion af the Road and of the Country 
Makes It Impossible for Him to Re- 
strain) the Receiver from Reducing 
| Waged = Union Pacific Employes May 
‘Try ta Enjoin a CuteReport of the Ii- 

linois“Railway Com missioners, 
Tonapo, O., Jan. 26.—Judge Ricks in the 


United States Circuit Court rendered his de- 


cision today adversely in the case of the em- 
ployés of the Toledo, St. Louis and Kansas 
City railroad, who asked for an order re- 
straining the receiver from reducing their 
wages. The reveiver in his answer to the pe- 
tition of the eniployés said the reduction was 
absolutely necessary because the earnings of 
the road for the last half of the year 1803 


‘show a decrease of over $365,000, or at the 


rate of $2,000 a day as Compared with the 
Saine period of 1802. The court after re- 
viewing the statements of the petitioners and 
the answer of the receiver and referring to 
various decisions in similar cases’ says: 

‘Without impugning the sincerity of good 
faith of the petitioners and without passing 
upon the facts set forth in their complaint, it 
is sufficient to say that the present financial 
condition of the property and the unfortunate 
and deplorable general business depression 
and distress which everywhere prevails, com- 
bine to satisfy the court.the claim of the re- 
ceiver that this reduction in wages was abso- 
lutely necessary and inevitable is so manifest- 
ly true and just that the court, upon the plead- 
ings and facts, of which we must take judicial 
notice, must find that no case for interference 
with the receiver's order is made. 

“The court the more readily reaches this 
conclusion, beca ase, from repeated interviews 
with the receiver and examination of reports 
of earnings and expenses filed from month to 
month, I am satisfied this reduction of wages 
is unavoidable. During the time thie prop- 
erty bas been in the oustody of the court I 
have studied clusely the pulicy and manage- 
ment of the receiver. He has the confidence 
of the court in the highest degree. He was 
chosen because of his long experience and 
conceded ability. The statement that, during 
the six years of his management of the prop- 
erty now in his control, first as President and 
later as receiver, no serious accident has oc- 
curred is the beat proof that his duties have 
deen faithfully discharged and the confidence 
of the court is worthily bestowed. If the 
petitioners had presented to the receiver dur- 
ing ‘their, negotiations with him, or if 
they had suggested in their present 
application to the court a reasonable proposi- 
tion upon which they were willing to accept a 
fair reduction and had placed their proposi- 
tion in such shape that it did not invdive the 
embarrassment and difficulties heretofore 
suggested, the court would feel hopeful that 
satisfactory results inight follow further ne- 
gotiations. Butin the absence of any such 
practical plan it would be useless to give it 
further consideration. 

“The court feels authorized for these 
reasons to continue its management of this 
property under the judgment and discretion 
of the receiver and to decline to interfere un- 
less an abuse ofthat trust is shown. To the 
proper management of the property it is es- 
sential that there should be discipline and co- 
operation among all employés and that the 
authority vested in the receiver should be 
maintained. This willbe the policy of the 
court and only when an abuse of that auihor- 
ity is clearly shown will it interfere. 

‘The matter of wages is one that naturally 
appeals to the sympathy of all. It would be 
far easier and much more agreeable to accede 
to this demand than refuseit. If it werea 
mere mnatter of personal preference or an ap- 
peal to the generous inpulges of the court or 
the receiver there would be no reduction of 
wages; but this property isa trust, to be ad. 
ministered for benefit of creditors, and 
must be maintained and preserved to the best 
possible advantage for the interests of those 
whose money is unfortunately involved in the 


insolvent company, as well as for the just and- 


fair compensation of those whose labor oper- 
ates and preserves it. 

“For the reasons stated the motion of the 
petitiondts for an order to the receiver to set 
aside the schedule now in forge and to grant 
an Paveesignnon as to the necessity thereof is 


refused.

Prairie State at the Head in Mileage Con- 
structed and in Operation, 


Sprinorie.p, Ill., dan. 26.—[Special,}— 
The Railroad and Warehouse Commission has 
almost completed its annual report giving the 
amount of business by the railroads of Iili- 
nois during the year ending June 30, 1893, 
and other important data. The mileage of 
main lines and branches in the Stateis 10,314 
miles, which, with yard tracks and 
switches amounting to 3,435 miles, 
brings the aggtegate up to 15,105 
miles. The number of miles of main line 
built during the year was 75.85, a decrease as 
compared with last year of 27.05 miles, 
Iilinois stands at the head of ali the States of 
the Union in the mileage of railroads con.

SPOONER ARGUES FOR RECEIVERS, 


The Ex-Senator Appears in the Northern 
Pacific Contest, 

Mitwavuxer, Wis., Jan. 26.—[Special.]— 
Ex.United States Senator Spooner in the 
United States Court this. afternoon severely 
scored Brayton Ives. the President of the 
Norther Pacific, and the other officers of the 
road for their actions towards the 
receivers of the company, which ho 
characterized as contempt of court. 
The receivers of the Northern Pacific 
company are but the right arm of the court 
enforeing the orders of the court relative to 
the magagement of the road, Yet he said 
Brayton Ives and the directors were attempt- 
ing to harass and enibarrass the receivers in 
every movement they made, Mr. Spooner, 
as one of the attorneys for the receivers, oP. 
posed the petition of the Northern Pacific 
to recover the books,  cor- 
porate seal, and money to defray 
the running expenses of the company. This, 
the receivers claim, is but a move to secure 
money whereby the company nay retain 


-counsel and fight the receivers, and inasmuch 


as the court has already been petitioned for 
their removal they do not intend to furnish 
money 8o that the fight may goon. This, the 
receivers claim, is the cause of the present 
litigation in a nutshell. 

In presenting today the cross-petition of the 
receivers asking for instructions from the 
court Mr. Curtis of New York said he could 
see no advantage arising from the possession 
of the seal and the stock books, inasmuch as 
they were open always to thecompany, He 
was of the opinion that the property should 
remain in the hands of the receivers, but was 
willing to leave that to the discretion of the 
court. So far as providing the company with 
office room, clerks, and other necessaries he 
stated that the receivers were perfectly willing 
to do this. 

Silas W. Pettit of Philadelphia, the general 
counsel of the Northern Pacific company, 
said he represented stockholders who had lost 
millions of dollars through the mismanage- 
ment of the road. He referred to the magni- 
tude of the case and to the great public scan- 
dal which it has already occasioned, He told 
how the officers of the company had been 
forced tu resign. Ex-Senator epoonee, for 
the receivers, replied to Mr, Pettit, 

Judge Jenkins took the petition under ad- 
visement. Receiver Payne, who is now in the 
South, will probably join with the other two 
receivers in recommending to the court that 
the recent cut in the wages of the employés be 
modified. 


TO END THE GRAIN RATE TROUBLE. 


Western Lines to Submit a Statement to 
the General Managers Tuesday. 

The grain rate war between Missouri points 
and. Chicago, which sprung up suddenly 
Thursday, probably will be declared off at the 
meeting of General Managers to be held 
Tuesday. The flat rate made by the Santa Fé 
of 9 cents for wheat and 8 cents for corn from 
Missouri River points, it is said, was not 
quite what the road desired. Trattic 
representatives of all the western lines in Chi- 
cago have agreed to submit a statement to the 
general manager which will-restore former 
conditions and lead toa more general main- 
tenance of rates. The managers, it is expect- 
ed, will adopt the statement as the Santa Fé 
joins in the recommendations. 

The announcement in Tus Trreuy® yoster- 
day that the Santa Fé proposes to withdraw 
from both the freight and passenger asso- 
ciations if secret rate cutting is not stopped 
at once caused quite a stir in railroad sireles, 
If the Santa Fé should come to carry out this 
threat both freight and passenger rates would 
go lower than they now are and in that event 
several more of the Western roads, it is likely, 
would be forced into bankruptcy. 


“READING COMBINE” SUIT IS OFF. 
Dismissed by Judge Simonton Upon Pay- 
ment of Costs. 

Harnispuna, Pa,, Jan. 26.—[Special.]—The 
suit brought some time ago by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hensel against the so-called ‘ Reading 
combine” reached a conclusion in the 
Dauphin County Court today. The Philadel- 
phia and Reading railroad company filed a 
supplemental answer signed by M. E. Otmes- 
ter, W. B. Lamberton, Thomas Hart Jr., 
George F. Baer, and John G. Johnson, as 
its attorneys, and by W. R. Taylor, its secre- 
tary, setting forth that the leases of the 
Central railroad compauy of New gersey and 
the Lehigh Valley railroad company, made in 
February, 1892, had been terminated and 
the railroads surrendered to the respective 
companies, which have resumed actual pos- 
session and operation of the several lines. 
Attorney-General Hensel, Deputy-Attorney- 
General Stranahan, and George Nauman 
of Lancaster, special counsel for the Com- 
monwealth, were in court this afternoon, and 
before its adjournment Judge Simonton 
handed down a decree which concluded: “ It 
is hereby ordered and decreed, with notice to 
all parties concerned, that the bill of the Com- 
monwealth be dismissed upon payment of the 
costs in this case incurred.”’ 


Ruling Regarding Split Tickets. 

Chairman Caldwell of the Western Passenger 
Association issued a ruling yesterday as to the 
meaning of the term “ sums of locals."’ The cdn- 
clusion of Chairman Caldwell is that the obvious 
intent of this rule was to prevent the use by lines 
in \the association of forms of tickets which 
would facilitate scalping; hence provision was 
made that all tickets of the  issne 
of lines in the nesociation should 
carry but one contract. except where 
the through rates at which suid tickets were sold 
were the sums of loeals via the route of the tick- 
ets; that the intent of the rule having been clear- 
ly established, it is essential that the exception-- 
permitting the use of more than ‘‘ one contract” 
~—mnst be construed so as to accomplish rather 
than defeat the object desired. Accordingly the 
term ‘‘suma of locais via the route of tickets” 
shalt be understood to mean the sum total or 
aggregate of the regular standard selling 
rates in effect and available from point 
to point. en route, upon which ticket 
is split, and which total amount the passenger 
would have to pay if tickets were purchased at 
the regular standard rates between the points on 
which the tickets split.

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PREMIUMS AND PENALTIES ON 


Cost of the Ships and the New Navy and 
the Contractors’ Profits. 

The large premiums which have been earned 
by the different contractors on the later ships 
of the new navy have given rise to a resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Holman in the House of 
Representatives looking to an investigation of 
the matter. This resolution contained a pre- 
amble which madea numberof statements 
based on charges brought by J. Hale Sypher. 
No other person has come forward to sub- 
stantiate these charges—which were of fraud 
and connivance on the part of the naval offi- 
cers having control of building the vessels— 
and the House committee has reported back 
the resolution with the recommendation 
the matter be dropped. The contracts have 
been in. every case one-sided and all in favor 
of the United States. No contractor would 
undertake to build a vessel for a private party 
under such terms 
throughout by the Navy Department. Heavy 
penalties have been levied .on delays in finish- 
ing the ships. These delays have occurred} 
they have been unavoidable, as need not be 
said; for they have cost the contractors frou 
$100 a day upwards in proportion to the ex- 
tent of the delay. 

Moreover a considerab'e percentage of the 
contract price has been withheld for six 
months after the acceptance of the finished 
ship. And in most of the cases this amount 
was equal to or more than the profit om the 
work. Muchof the work undertaken was 
new and in the nature of an experiment. 
Many devices employed were such as had 
never been tried before either here or abroad. 
If anything gave out or went wrong it had to 
be replaced at the expense of the contractor.

Of the above vessels six were built for the 
United States by the Cramps of Philadelphia: 
The aggregate for the cdOntracts was $10,088,- 
000. The profits of the Cramps were $1,- 
425,750 on the six transactions, or a trifle 
over 14 percent. This percentage is not a 
high one for government contracting, or for 
any form of manufacturing enterprise. The 
other contractors did not fare so well. The 
Union iron works, which built the Charleston, 
San Francisco, Monterey, and Olympia at 
San Francisco, had contracts amounting to 
$5,850,450. Its profits were $552,377, or 
not quite 944 per cent. N.F. Palmer Jr. & 
Co. lost $29,990 on their two ships, the Con- 
cord and Bennington. The Columbian iron 
works of Baltimore on the Detroit and Petre! 
contracts, amounting to $859,500, netted 
$19,540, or about 24¢ per cent. The Bath 
iron works have built the Machias and the 
Castine, for which the contracts summed up 
$636,000. Their profits were $34,000, or 
not 544 percent. The City Point iron works 
netted $89,000 on the Marbiehead, for which 
the government paid $674,000; this. made 
their profit about 13144 per cent. ' The Moore 
company, which built the Bancroft at Eliza- 
bethport, N. J., netted $5,000 on a contract

PURPOSE OF THE CALUMET BRIDGE, 


Senate’s Bill Said to Be to Allow the Lake 
Shore Road to Build. 
Tus Trrpune yesterday recorded the fact 


that the United States Senate had passed a. 


bill for the construction of a bridge across the 


Calumet River. 

City Engineer Artingstall said the bridge 
was none with which the city had anything to 
do or knew anythwg of, and must be either a 
railroad bridge or one outside the city limits. 
At the office of Capt. Marshall, the United 
States Engineer, it was said the bridge in 
question probably was that of the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern railroad, Congress 
two years ago passed a bill authorizing that 
road to reconstruct a bridge there. 

‘“T am much. surprised,” said Assistant 
United States Engineer Liljencrantz, ‘* that 
Congress should pass any bill at all so far as 
the Lake Shore bridge is concerned. The 
Calumet channel at that point is crossed by 
three bridges, those of the Fort Wayne, the 
Lake Shore, and the Baltimore and Ohio. 
The channel was narrowed when the bridges 
were originally constructed to sixty feet, and 
increasing traffic there has demonstrated that 
to be too narrow. When the Fort Wayne re- 
modeled its bridge some time ago it widened 
the channel at its crossing to eighty-five 
fect. When Congress first authorized the 
Lake Shore to remodel its bridge the bill 
contained the usual section, ‘ by and with the 
approval of the Secretary of War.’ This 
question of approval was referred to Capt. 
Marshall here for investigation and report, 
Capt. Marshall recently reported disapprov- 
ing the plans for the bridge because they did 
not provide for widening the channel, propos- 
ing to let it remain at sixty feet. Now comes 
the passage of this bill. I cannot see what 
Congress would have to do with it unless the 
purpose was to override Capt. Marshall’s rec- 
ommendation and leave the channel still ob- 
jectionably narrow at that point.” 


DANGER IN BEING DECORATED, 


Empty Buttonholes in Paris. Because of an 
Anarchist’s Threat. 

Every foreigner who has visited Paris has 
been struck by the enormous number of men 
weating the rosette of either the Legion 
of Honor or else of some foreign decoration 
in the buttonhole of the lapel of their coats. 
Indeed, it seems to be the sole aim of the 
Frenchman of every class pf society to become 
decore, and once they have attained that dis- 
tinction they never dream of moving out 
of the house without the rosette in their but- 
tonhole. You may imagine, therefore, the 
sensation created during the las, few days by 
the almost complete disappearance of these 
bits of ribbons. .The cause is related by 
Vogue's Paris correspondent. The young An- 
archist who committed the murderous on- 
slaught on the Servian envoy while the latter 
was dining at the Bouillon Duval restaurant 
in the Avenue del’Opera the other day ex- 
plained that he selected the diplomat as his 
victim simply because he happened to be the 
only person in the place who was wearing the 
red ribbon of the Legion of Honor in his 
buttonhole. He informed the police authori- 
ties that on the evening before the tragedy he 
had visited another restaurant, hoping to find 
there an aristocrut of whom “to make an ex- 
ample,” and that while he saw a great 
many OCwell dressed men none of them 
happened to wear a decoration, hence he 
postponed his design. The unfortunate min- 
ister is at death’s door, his wounds being re- 
garded as mortal, and, meanwhile, the idea 
that a decoration worn in the buttonhole is 
sufficient to mark one out as a syitable victim 
for an Anarchist’s sentiments of hatred and 
hostility toward society has got the better of 
the men’s vanity, and empty buttonholes are, 
until further notice, de rigueur. 


TO THREAD THE HONDURAS RIVERS, 


Departure of a Chicago Boat to Assist in 
. Developing a New Country. 

The little steamer Flora, which was a part 
of the Lake-Front fleet last summer, will 
leave Alton tomorrow morning for its long 
cruise to Honduras. At the opening of navi- 
gation Flora will be followed by another 
steamer being built at Racine by J. I. 
Vaughan. This one is 60 feet long and 14 
feet beam. The two steamers will form a 
line from Truxillo, the great shipping point 
in Eastern Honduras, along the Gulf of Mex- 
ico and up the Patuca River for 100 miles, 
Chicago capital is interested largely in the de- 
velopment of that region, and is now send- 
ing the steamers in order to. get 
regular communication with the  out- 
side world. Flora will be the first 
steamboat ever on Patuca River. It is owned 
by the Tropical Fruit company, whose offi- 
cers are: President, C. A. Strong; Vice- 
President, F. L. Wallace; Secretary, Arthur 
Humphrey; Treasurer, Mrs. E. C. Durland; 
Manager, John E. Wood. The company has 
1,000 acres fit for cultivation about thirty- 
five miles up the Patuca River. Its first 
shipment of bananas will be made Aug. 1. 
As Fiora does not carry enough fuel for the 
run of 900 miles across the Gulf of Mexico it 
will go to Mobile. and go across in company 
with some schooner, which will carry the ad- 
ditional fuel. It left here just before ice 
came and r@h the canal and [Illinois River to 
Alton to be ready for its venturesome voyage.

: INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


INOREASED FIRE LOSSES OF BALTI- 
MORE OHARGED TO BLEOTRIOITY. 


Meeting of the Taxpayers’ Association, at 
Which Insurance Matters Are Dis- 
cussed=Decision Involving the Ques- 
tion of Forfeiture Is Against the Com- 
pany=The Fireman’s Fund Wins One of 
the Hamilton Cases—Suit for $500,000 
Against the Equitable. 


During the last few years much has been 
heard of the unfavorable conditions of the in- 
surance business from an underwriter’s stand- 
point. It is- not clear, however, that these 
conditions which have been unfavorable to 
insurers have worked to the advantage of the 
insured. Ata meeting of the Baltimore Tax- 
payers’ Association held this week Thomas 
Mackensie voiced the complaints of the mer- 
chants and property-owners of that city. He 
spoke on the subject, *‘ Fire Losses and Insur- 
ance Rates in Baltimore City and the Causes 
for Their Increase.’’ Losses in: Baitimore 
have been unusually heavy for some 
time and insurance companies have 
been much dissatisfied with their experience 
there. Mr. Mackensie admitted that the fire 
department of the city in some lines was 
weak and that the logic of tigures was against 
the city. He laid the responsibility of many 
losses to electricity and suggested improve- 
ments in instdllation and inspection and in 

eneral building methods. In the course of 

is speech he voiced the protest of Baltimore 
merchants as follows: 

“The manufacturer or the merchant who 
previously supposed that his building was as 
safe from great exposure to fire risks as it 
was ordinarily possible for it to be made, is 
surprised that it does not, in the opinion of 
the Board of Underwriters, measure up to the 
standard for the particular business in which 
he is engaged, and is further surprised when 
informed that he must make certain radical 
changes in its construction, often at consider- 
able outlay of money, or else have his insur- 
ance rate increased 100 or 150 per cent. In 
other.words he is informed that, whilst he is 
insured against loss by the companies in 
which his policies are . placed, and for 
which he pays, yet, in addition to 
that charge, he must, at his own ex- 
pense, practically insute the companies 
against loss by making his property almost 
absolutely fireproof. And even after he has 
practically fireproofed his building and in- 
sured the insurer by removing deficiencies, he 
stillhas to run the gantlet of the numerous 
conditions inserted in his policy, the violation 
of any one of which may vitiate his claim to 
indemnity. All these things, from the point 
of view of anowner of property, are unfair 
and inequitable, and are sufficient 9f them- 
selves to breed a feeling of dissatisfdction and 
discontent. But to add to the troubles of our 
merchants (who already feel that their in- 
surance rates have been raised to an enor- 
mously high point, and that they are paying 
more for the protection of the companies than 
the risks and hazards of their establishments 
justify ), they hear intimations that in the near 
future such a plan asa universal schedule rate 
may be adopted throughout the country, so 
that there shall be no such thing as competi- 
tion for business. When this state of affairs 
comes about they will practically be at the 
mercy of a tremendous monopoly.” 


DECISION AS TO FOR ITURE, 
It Is in Favor of the Property-Owner and 
Policyholder., 

A base agdinst the Niagara Insurance com- 
pany has just been decided at New Orleans by 
Judge King involving the question of forfeit- 
ure. The plaintiff sued to recover $2,000 in- 
surance upon a policy effected on a brick 
building in the. Town of Plaquemine. [he 
act of insurance was admitted, but defendant 
company denied liability on the ground of 
forfeiture, because, first, gasoline was intro- 
duced on the premises in violation toa pro- 
hibitive clause in the policy. Second, without 
notice to the defendant company plaintiff 
rented the premises also in violation of a 
clause in the policy forbidding subrenting. 
It was held that the defendant company had 
waived its rights to claim forfeiture, the de- 
cision containing the following: “* Any agree- 
ment on the part of the insurance cempany 
which leads a party insurmg to believe that 
by conforming thereto a forfeiture of his 
policy will not be incurred, followed by due 
conformity on his part, will, and ought to 
estop the company from insisting upon the 
forfeiture, although it might be claimed un- 
der the express letter of the contract.”’ 


SUIT AGAINST THE EQUITABLE, 
Widow of a ‘Former Agent Brings an Ac- 
tion for $500,000. 

Suit for $500,000 against the Equitable 
Life Insurance company of New York for al- 
leged breach of contract has been commenced 
in the Superior Court by John Young, ad- 
ministrator of the estate of Henry F. Jenni- 
son,and Mrs. Annie E, Jennison. Twenty 
years ago Jennison was employed as General 
Agent by the defendant. Plaintiff claims that 
Mr. Jennison held a contract with the defend- 
ant by which he was to receive a percentage 
on all policies obtained by him fora period 
of thirty years. Some difficulty arose twelve 
years ago and Mr. Jennison was deposed. A 
few years afterward his mind became de- 
ranged, and itis claimed that representatives 
of the defendant obtained from him while in 
this condition, by giving’ him $6,000, a re- 
lease of all claims on account of his contract. 
He died in 1879 in nearly destitute circum- 
stances, and his widow is endeavoring to en- 
force the contract by means of the suit. Mrs. 
Jennison claims there is more than $100,000 
still due her husband on account of percent- 
ages under the contract.

FIRE DESTROYS AN OLD HOMESTEAD. 


The Schuschardt Property on Flushing 
Bay Is Burned—Loss, $100,000, : 

Newroyn, L. I, Jan. 26.—The old 
Schuschardt homestead, overlooking Flush- 
ing Bay, was destroyed by fire early this 
morning. The house was owned by Mr. 
Hunter; a stock broker in Wall street. Loss, 
$100,000. There were many family relics 
and paintings and much bric-a-brac  de- 
stroyed., 

Austin, Minn., Jan. 26.—The- Austin 
foundry and machine shops were damaged 
by fire this morning. Loss, $5,000; no in- 
surance. 

Sr. Lovrs, Mo., Jan, 26.—[Special.]—A. 
Albrecht’s shoe factory was partially de- 
stroyed by fire this morning. Loss, $12,000; 
insurance, $9,000. 

Ever, Ill, Jan. 26.—[Special.]—The 
building used as a workshop, warehouse, and 
salesroom by the Charles Pease Mantel com- 
pany was burned early this morning witha 
loss of $13,000; insurance, $11,300. 

Fiat Rock, Mich., Jan. 26.—The flour mill 
of George W. Mattler & Son, witha quantity 
of wheat and flour, was destroyed by fire this 
morning. Loss $10,000. 


One of the Hamilton Cases Decided. 


One of the Hamiliton insurance suits has been 
decided at Cincinnati in favor of the defendant, 
the Fireman’s Fund Insurance company. The 
suits were brought as a result of a leaf tobacco 
fire loss some years ago in the Robert Hamilton 
tobacco factory. The loss was partly by fire, 

artly by water, and partly by smoke, The to- 

acco company refused to submit the loss to ar- 
bitration, and sold out the damaged stock at 
auction. claiming from the insurance companies 
the difference between ‘the amount so obtained 
and the inyoice of stock. The companies resisted 
the claim. and about a dozen suits brave resulted. 
Thus far judgments have been obtained in about 
one-half the cases brought. One of the cases has 
been to the United States Supreme Court. 


Austin Case Argument Postponed, 

New Yorn, Jan. 26.—[Special.]—The motion 
to set aside the verdict obtained by the estate of 
James C. Austin against the Mutual Reserve 
Fund Life Association will not be argued until 
the first Monday in February. The arguments 
were set for today before Justice Patterson of 
the Supreme Court, but at the request of Col. 
James, counse! for the association, it was post- 
poned. Another effort will be made to prove 
that Austin is alive and in the Adirondack Mount- 


ains.

DECISION UPON FAIR EXHIBIT DUTIES. 


Specific as Well as Ad Valorem Subject to 
Reduction for Depreciation. 

Collector Joha M. Clark was notified yes- 
terday by the Treasury Department that it 
had sustained the protest of Marshall Field & 
Co. against paying full specific duties on cer- 
tain imported World’s Fair exhibits that had 
depreciated in value from natural causes dur- 
ing the Exposition. If this decision had been 
rendered six months ago foreign exhibiters 
would have been saved thousands of dollars. 
A reduction in duty was allowed correspond- 
ing with depreciation in value in the case of 
ad valorem duties, but until -now specific 
duties remained the same in spite of ia- 
juries by dust and other natura! agencies, 
Recently Marshall Field & ,Co. purchased a 
large quantity of goods from exhibiters in the 
Manufactures Building, and when the customs 
officers assessed the full value on a portion of 
tltem, which were liable to specific duties, the 
firm protested and the protest was sent to 
Washingtun. The result was the décision re- 
ferred to in the foregoing, and was embodied 
in a letter to Collector Clark as follows: 

* The department isin receipt of your let- 
ter, in which you submit notices of dissatisfac- 
tion filed by Messrs. Marshall Field & Co. 
against your liquidation of certain entries of 
kid gloves and wool wearing apparel! with- 
drawn for consumption from exhibits at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition. You report 
that upon appraisement the depreciation in 
value at the date of examination was reported 
by the appraiser at 80 per cent, 75 per cent, 
and 50 per cent respectively, and that in 
liquidating the entries a deduction was al- 
lowed only on the value of the merchandise 
subject to an ad valorem rate, and full duty 
was assessed at the specific rate, the goods be- 
ing subject to mixed ad valorem and specific 
rates. The protestants claim that the percent- 
age of depreciation should also be allowed on 
the specific rates. The department is af opin- 
ion that under the regulations governing with- 
drawals cf exhibits for consumption the 
claim of the protestants is well founded, and 
you will therefore be governed accordingly. 
The allowance for damaged goods paying spe- 
cific duty will be made by deducting the per- 
centage of damage from the quantity of 
weight of the merchandise. See second para- 
graph of Article 594, Regulations 1884.” 

The paragraph of Article 594 in the law of 
1884 simply directs that reductions may be 
made when the goods are specific by re- 
ducing the quantity or weight of the merchan- 
dise. In this way the same result may bearrived 
at as in ad valorem duties and withont altering 
the rate of the tariff. Deputy. Collector Hitt 
said yesterday the effect of the decision will 
be to reduce the tariff on amy depreciated 
goods which may yet remain in the Worid’s 
Fair buildings. It will not affect the goods 
which have passed through the hands of the 
customs officers and upon which the duties 
have been paid. Under the law a protest is 
not available unless it is made within ten 


days after the liquidation or in other words 


within ten days after the duties are paid and 
the transaction between the government and 
the importer closed up. ° 

The whole value of the foreign dutiable 
goods at the World’s Fair was $14,000,000, 
but a large proportion was returned or will 
be réturned to the place whence the goods 
came. The government has collected in 
duties at Jackson Park over $700,000, but 
Mr. Hitt would give no estimate of the amount 
which the exhibiters lost and the government 
— by the Collector’s rulings us to specific

A Umatilla Indian Preaches the Doctrine 
of Peace to His Former Foes. 
Yakima (Ore.) Herald: A delegation of 
Snake Indians visited the red men on the 
Umatilla Reservation during the holidays. 
When they started home Young Chief de- 
livered the following eloquent farewell ad- 


dress to his visitors: 
“We part tonight. Not as before. For 
Now there is love, 


once hate was between us. 
Once war, now peace. Once we swung the 
tomahawk, and aimed the deadly rifle at each 
other’s hearts. Now the pipe of peace we 


smoke to show that the past is past and 


buried. In other ways it is different. There 
was a time when some of us lay in ambush 


against the whites. But we have ail put aside 


the implements of war and cultivate the arts 
Our fathers swore eternal 
vengeance on the pale face. This was 
because of the tradition handed us of an in- 
vasion of trappers and traders who valued not 
the Indian’s life. They went to the sea and 
found their friends at Astoria by the great 
water, and left some to mourn their Indian 
dead. But we live side by side with him now, 
and from the rising to the setting sun know 
no foe for whom we would put on the war 
paint and ride forth to return with scalps 
hanging at our belts. Our ponies no longer 
carry us to bloody attack. We own the great 
fether at Weshington as our great chief. Him 
we obey. The pastis forgotten. Maj. Jim, 


go to your people and say Young Chief sends 


them peace and good will.”’

women, nationally and locally. 

Any woman}18 years of age or over may become 
a member of 'this club by first signing the consti- 
tution, by-laws. and pledge; second, by paying 10 
cents membership fee and one month’s dues, five 


cents. 
The work of the club shall be divided into three 


departments—practical politics, legislative, re- 
form and home industries. 

This is the form of the pledge members of 
the club take upon themselves: ‘* Holding 
my membership in the Colorado Women’s 
Péiitical club worthy of loyalty, I promise to 
assist and maintain the club in its good work 
and to guard its reputation at all times.”

Among these are * Grass- 
hopper Dance,’’ which was written especialy 
tor the third act of the American production 
of * La Cigale;’’ ** Imagination Caprice,”’ 
written for Pauline Hall’s production of 
‘* Amorita ’’ and ** Erminie;”’’ the little darky 
song, ‘** Buzz, Little Bee,’’ written for and 
sung by the late Annie Pixley; ‘** Busy at the 
Ciub,” a pantomime and song, written ex- 
pressly for Lydia Yeamans-Titus, 

Conspicuous among her succesess.are ‘* The 
Polonaise Caprice,”’ ‘* Mmé. Mephisto,”’ ** La

In the corner stands a cabinet 
filled with rare pieces of porcelain, bric-a- 
brac, and antiques. Near this isa piano, the 
top of which is covered with text books and 
music on the subject. The window draperies 
are of Persian curtains hanging in their 
natural folds to the floor. In the corner 
stands a divan of fawn colored material, on

polished inlaid wood with a border of geo- 
metrical design.

She has a warm heart,is viva- 
cious, and thoroughly clever, I have promised 
to sing one of her new songs as soon as it is 
finished.”’ 

Her music is not all of the light and popu- 
lar kind, but she successfully masters the 
high class compositions. In writing these 
she is like a Quakeress,in that the spirit 
must move before any effort is made to pro- 
duce results. She has recently completed 
and introduced to the public an operetta 
which has won distinction for her. 

Her best songs are ‘* The Beautiful Land of 
Nod,” “ The Sea Breeze and the Scarf,” 
words by Eia Wheeler Wilcox; “* The Japa- 
nese Lullaby,”’ to words by Eugene Field; * I 
Know a*Littie Girl,” and * p as the Sea.” 

Some of her latest are * The Summer's 
Dream,” ** Kariana Overture,” and the ** Teall 
Waitzes.”” a set of noble and melodious 
waltzes dedicated to Oiiver Sumner Teall.

Mrs, Seigfried bas in all about seventy-five 


comparatively tewsheis none the less ap- 
preciated in the musical world. She isa 
graduate of the Berlin Conservatory, and has 
taught music and harmony at Cornell College 
for a number of years, but is now a resident, 
composer, and teacher of this city. Her Sun- 
day evenings, once a month, are events of 
great social as wellas musical importance, 
as the best musical talent of the city contrib- 
ute their choicest efforts on these occasions. 
She isa hearty and hospitable entertainer. 
and the visitor always hopes for a second 
invitation. Among her best compositions is a 
lullaby, the piano setting of which is a marvel 
of simple art. , 

Miss Leonard has written a vast number of 
so-called ** Teaching pieces,”’ and is now com- 
pilmg a bovk of valuable hints for young 
teachers. This little’ work will prove of 
great value to advanced students as well. 
She is better known asa composerof clas- 
sical music in Germany. 

Miss Kate Chittendon is another composer 
of rare ability, and she imparts her knowledge 
of composition to many a grateful pupil. 
She devotes her wers to the training of 
music teachers, thereby almost sacrificing 
her art of composition to the direction of 
harmony in others. She thinks musical peo- 
ple may be made as well as born.
